A Oase or FravupuLent Enuistment.—Albert McCoy en- 
listed August 2, 1870, and deserted in March, 1872. After 
remaining for some years at his home near Toledo, Ohio, he 
was convicted of grand larcenyjand sent to the Ohio Peniten- 
tiary at Columbus. While in custody of the sheriff, he told 
him of certain men who were deserters from the Army, The 
sheriff arrested these men and delivered them at Columbus 
Barracks. Before he parted from them he told them (to use 
the slang phrase of the day) who had given them away. 
Thereupon they told that McCoy was also a deserter. e 
served out his term for larceny in the Penitentiary, but when 
he stepped out of the prison gate, he found an Army ser- 

eant, who was of a speculative turn of mind, waiting for 
Bim. The sergeant arrested him as a deserter, and in ten 
minutes he was in the barrack’s guard house. A habeas cor- 

us was then taken, and the case was brought before the 

ourt of Common Pleas, of Franklin county, Ohio. Lieut.- 
Colonel Thomas M. Anderson, 9th Infantry, made return to 
the writ, denying the jurisdiction of the court. To this, the 

stitioner made answer that his enlistment was fraudulent, as 
Lowes a minor at the time and did not have his parents’ con- 
sent. The case coming up on February 23, 1880, Colonel 
Anderson made a conclusive argument against the jurisdiction 
of the court : 


The authority to discharge him the laws of the United States do 
not give to me, nor to any court, State or Federal, but exclusively, 
by the Statute of Feb. 24, 1864 (sec. 20, chap. 13), upon the Secretary 
of War (see A. of W. 4, Rev. Stat. 230). his was fully discussed 
and asserted by Judge Blatchford in the case of Riley, 1 Benedict, 
408. As to the claim that the enlistment of McCoy is void, 
ab initio, because he was a minor and therefore had no right to 
contract, it will be ohserved, that it is one of a class of cases that 
are not void but only voidabie. It is not voidable at the option of 
the minor if he be one, but at that of the Government. The recruit 
in enlisting takes an oath that he is over twenty-one, and he is 
estopped from denying hisown oath. The paragraphs of the Re- 
vised Statutes governing enlistment are 1116—1117—1118, By the 
Statute of Feb. 13, 1862 (chap. 25, sec, 2), it is provided that the 
oath of enlistment taken by the recruit shall be conclusive as to his 
age: see also the case above referred to in 1 Benedict, 4(8. The 
U. S. v. Taylor, 20 Legal Intelligence, 284; ex par‘e Coenley, ibid. 
21; ex parte Cline, 1 Benedict, 338; ex parte Stokes, ibid. 341. The 
obligation to discharge a minor from ihe Army upon the applica- 
tion of the parent and goardian, and upon proper showing, is man- 
datory upon the Secretary of War. This does not take this autho- 
rity from him, or lodge it elsewhere; it only marks this mode of 
procedure as exclusive, ¢ 


The well established principle that no man can take advan™ 
tage of his own wrong was cited; and the opinion of Judge 
Dillon in ex parte Anderson to show that a minor could 

ilty of desertion, an offence triable only by Court-martial. 
The counsel for plaintiff referring to the opinion of Mr. Jus- 
tice Brenkerhoff in ex parte Langston, 9th Ohio State Reports, 
Col. Anderson showed that this was a dissenting opinion, the 
majority of the court holding that the opinion was not law. 
He also cited the case of Samuel Desinger, 12th Ohio State, 
to show the want of jurisdiction, also in re Ferrand, 1 Abbott, 
p. 140, and Ableman v. Booth, 21 Howard, U. 8. y. Tarble, 
13 Wallace, 399, and U. 8. v. Booth, 21 Howard. ‘ When,” 
said Col. Anderson, ‘officers of the Army apply to the War 
Department for instructions in such cases, a printed copy of 
the former case is given them for their guidance. Our in- 
structions are never to evade or disobey the law, but to com- 
ply strictly with the law as expounded by the legal 
tribunal in the land.” In conclusion, the court, Judge Lin- 
coln presiding, delivered the following opinion : 

Under the code it would be necessary (for the plaintiff, to deny 
absolutely the fact of enlistment, or to aver by spon pleading 
that he was not duly enlisted. But in this case the plaintiff ac- 
knowledges the formal enlistment. The case of Langston in the 
9th Obio State Reports is a leading case, and excited a deep interest 
at the time. It involves the quesiion whether a State court could 
take jurisdiction. It is a part of its unwritten history, but well 
known, that Chief Justice Chase, who was then Governor of Ohio, 
took a deep interest in issue, and did all that he could in a proper 
way, to get the Supreme Court of this State to follow the Wiscon- 
sin decision. When the Tarble case, reported in 13 Watoes,, was 
brought before the Supreme Court of the United States Mr, Chase 
was Chief Justice. And as he was bound to consistently, he de- 
livered a dissenting opinion. Which is not, by the way, reported 
in the publication of the case made by the War Department. 
Nevertheless the case settles the question that had been a foot- 
ball for years. ‘The cases here presented are identical, the case in 
13 Wallace covers this one like a blanket. I am not prepared to 
reveise the decision of the Supreme Court. I do not believe it has 
ever been reversed. I donot believe it ever will be, Ido not be- 
lieve it should be. The court has no jurisdiction ig the matter, 
and the writ is discharged, 


SAMUEL P. HEINTZELMAN. 


Mason-GeneraL Samuer P. Hemrzenman, who died in 
Washington, Saturday, May 1, was born in Pennsylvania in 
1805. He was descended, it is said, from one of Hessian 
prisoners captured at Trenton in December, 1776. His family 
name does not appear among the names of the officers of the 
Hessian troops who signed the parole of honor at that time, 
and his ancestor was probably a non-commissioned officer or 
private. From those prisoners some of the best families in 
the country have sprung. They were sent to Carlisle, where 
quite a number of them died, and their graves were a few 
year's since, and perhaps yet, are discernible within the bar- 
rack: grounds. There were but few of these prisoners except 
the commissioned officers who had any desire to return to 
Europe, and all who could remain by deserting or otherwise 
did so. They were described as good fighters, good carousers, 
end excellent pillagers. “They made good citizens and 
farmers, and their national characteristics are plainly discern- 
able in all their descendants. Gen. Heintzelman was always 
a good soldier, He had just the sort of mihtary ambition 
that the true soldier should possess, and his courage and 
coolness at all times inspired confidence in every one about 
him. He had no desire for any reputation that he did not 
merit, and he was never afflicted with the mania for having 
persons about him whose business it is to write up their 
patrons. Heintzelman’s service as a lieutenant and captain, 
between the years 1826 and 1855, was most creditable. He 
was appointed captain and assistant quartermaster in 1838, 
and when the Staff and Line were separated in 1846, he pre- 
ferred to share the fortunes of the old 2d Infantry, and he 
gave up his Staff appointment. As soon as he could be reé- 
lieved from his staff duties he was on his way to Mexico to 
join his regiment. He was too late to take part in the battles 
of the valley and the taking of the city, but he was doing ex- 
cellent service at that very time in the convoy to the supply 
trains, which was on its way from Vera Cruz to the city, and 
which had to fight its way through. It was on this march 
that the battle of Huamautta occurred, and for gallant con- 
duct in which Heintzelman received the brevet of major, 

After the close of the Mexican war the 2d Infantry was 
ordered to California, and in 1851 the Yuma Indians became 
very troublesome and Heintzelman made an expedition 
against them, which terminated hostilities there. In the 
famous Cortinas war on the Rio Grande in 1860 his services 
were again called into requisition, and he only left the border 
to take a larger command in the Union Army. 

Gen. Heintzelman's record during the Civil War was most 
honorable. He was badly wounded at the first battle of Bull 
Run, but he held important commands until the close of the 
war. His wounds and failing health induced him to request 
to be retired, and although only e colonel of infantry, a gen- 
erous Congress passed a bill which promoted him to be re- 
tired as a full major-general. 

While captain of the 24 Infantry Heintzelman married, at 
Buffalo, N. Y., Miss Stewart, of Albany. Two sisters of this 
lady were also married in the Army, one to Dr. Summers and 
one to the late Capt. 8. N. Lathrop, 17th Infantry. Captain 
Charles Stewart Heintzelman, Asst. Quartermaster, and one 
daughter are the surviving children of the deceased General. 

The funeral ceremonies of the General took place at the 
residence on 14th street, Washington, at nine o’clock, Monday, 
May 3, and the remains left the city for Buffalo on the ten 
o'clock train. They were escorted to the depot by the bat- 
talion of Marines and the 2d Artillery from the arsenal. The 
pall-bearers were Gens. Sherman, Alvord, Dunn, Rickets, 
Hunter, and Blake, Hon. Mr. Reynolds, and Mr. J. C.G 
Kennedy. 

Thus Forest Lawn Cemetery will receive another of 
the officers who was of the old Poinsett garrison at Buffalo. 
A few months since Barry was laid there, andthere are others 
who are still living who found their fates at Buffalo many 
years since, who will doubtless desire to have their last rest- 
ing place there. 

There were gay times at the garrison at Buffalo during the 
decade commencing with 1888. The 2d and 4th Artillery and 
the 2d Infantry each took their turns. There are but very 
few of the officers who served there during that time who are 
now alive, and three or four reverend looking gentlemen on 
the retired list are all that the Army claims of the trim look- 
ing captains and lieutenants who, more than a third of a cen- 
tury since, made love to the charming girls of ‘that lively 
western town.

Of the funeral ceremonies at Buffalo our correspond: nt in 
that city sends us the following account, dated Buffalo, \iay 


4, 1880: 

The remains of Major-Gen. 8. P. Heintzelman reachou -his 
city from Washington this morning at eight o'clock, and were 
metatthe depot by two companies of the 10th Infantry, sta- 
tioned at Fort Porter, under command of Capt. H. Hall, and 
a number of the officers of the Army and of the N. Y. National 
Guard. The remains were escorted to the City Hall, where 
they lay in state until three o'clock rp. m., when they were 
escorted to Forest Lawn Cemetery, and interred with the 
usual military honors. The escort comprised Cos. F, and G, 
10th Inf., U. 8. A., and Battery M, and the 74th regt., N. 
G. 8. N. Y. The 65th regiment, N. G. 8. N. Y., and a com- 
pany of cadets followed the mourners, after which came the 
Mayor, Common Council, and other city officials, The escort 
was commanded by Maj.-Gen. Wm. F. Rogers, 8th Division, 
N. G. 8. N. ¥Y. On the arrival of the column at the cemetery, 
the battery filed out of the column,'and the infantry, with the 
caisson on which the remains rested, entered the enclosure. 
The troops, from the nature of the ground, formed three sides 
of a square around the grave. 

After the close of the religious services the detachment of 
the 10th Infantry fired three volleys, each volley followed by 
a gun from the battery ; the buglesounded “lights out,” and 
the ceremony of depositing the remains of one of the bravest 
officers in the Army ended. Gen. Heintzelman had many 
friends in this place. Thousands of citizens gazed upon the 
features of the veteran soldier while the body lay in state. 
The funeral cortege was an imposing one, and the streets 
through which it passed was lined with people. 


THE ARTILLERY SCHOOL. 


Tx proceedings of the annual examination at the Artillery 
School, of which we gave a brief re last week, were of 
more than usual interest this year. e event of the week, 
as summing sy the results of the two years’ course, was the 
presentation of diplomas to the graduating class on Wednes- 
day evening, April 28. General Sherman, on being intro- 
duced by the Commandant of the School—General Getty— 
spoke briefly but feelingly to the class. He said : ‘* War is a 

science, and it is making prodigious strides of advance- 
ment. The rapidity of its progress was not properly appre- 
ciated, and ind during the past hundred years had been 
such that it was not to be realized. In 1770 even the old 
flint-lock musket had not been invented, and the soldiers of 
that day were supplied with ‘ match-lock guns.’ The mani- 
pulation of these guns was slow and ineffectual work, and 
when viewed from our present standpoint of military know- 
ledge, was conducive to no little merriment on the part of the 
intelligent soldier.” The General then gave some valuable 
information concerning the tactics of one hundred years ago, 
and enumerated the many improvements in arms since that 
time. He told of the time when a 48-pounder shot was 
deemed an immense projectile. He impressed upon the ofti- 
cers the fact that small as our Army was (which was none of 
his business), they had a great deal to do with keeping it in a 
state of perfect pline and efficiency, and this could not 
be done without close application. This was the keynote of 
the General’s remarks : close application and study, unflag- 
ging zeal and interest in all the details of the profession of 
arms; and in speaking of the ever present contingency of 
war in all nations, he said: ‘I tell you war is a thing that 
will and must come, and we cannot be too well enlightened 
as to how it may be effectually conducted.” Gen. Sherman 
then delivered the parchment certificates of proficiency in the 
following order, as announced by Lieut. Constantine Chase, 
3d Artillery, Adjutant of the School:

THE WEST POINT CASE. 

We take up the thread of the Whittaker investigation 
where our last week’s report dropped it, at the conclusion o 
the proceedings of Thursday, April 29. Expert testimony on 
the handwriting in the note of warning has occupied the 
week, and this now looks like a key-point in the case. Friday» 
April 30, Mr. Hagen, after several days of patient investiga- 
tion with the micrescope and other appliances, made an 
elaborate report which was listened to with profound interest. 
After describing the peculiarities of the note which he took 
as his ear-marks to work from, comprehending both the 
obvious disguise and the unintentional natural movements of 
the hand or brain, he then said : 

Were I to find but one or two of these Pyne existin 
in other writing I would not be justified in connecting suc 
writing with the authorship of the Whittaker note. But 
when I find them all repeated with the distinctive evidences 
of habit, and frequently produced as the positive dictates of 
habit, I do feel warranted in connecting the authorship of 
such wri with the production of the note addressed to 
Cadet W er. pa the specimens of writing that I 
have examined I have found several that, in my opinion, 
were written by the same person who wrote the note in ques- 
tion. These specimens are hereto annexed, and are numbered 
7, 8, 9, and 10, and marked “ Extracts for Mr. Hagen, C. B. 

.” In examining the 240 pencil-writing specimens, I found 
one which attracted my attention from a feature it contained 
which resembled the writing in the note. This pencil slip 
was numbered [number withheld], and I onbenels note to 
the court to send me some specimens of that writing mixed 
with other writing ; and it was from that lot that I selected 
the specimens here annexed. I also sent for other specimens 
to trace up some approaches, which I found in some of the 
writings alluded to, to the writing of the note in question, 
which, on further examination, I found have strong lines of 
difference. Upon the sheets numbered 7, 8, 9, and 10, by 
underlineations and inal references, I have indicated the 
parallelisms which I found to exist in the pencil-writing 
when compared with that of the note. These writings are 
distinct and typical, and will be readily understood as the 
writing of the same person, and dictated by the same imposed 
conditions of habit as that which executed the writing of the 
note to Cadet Whittaker, and I have not thought it necessary, 
on this question, to detail in my report particular parallelisms 
of habit occurring in the writing named and the note in 
uestion. I am prepared to testify that the handwriting of 

specimens hereto annexed, and designated as I have 
cated, in ae opinion is the handwriting of the person who 
wrote the address and contents of the note addressed to 
Cadet Whittaker. 
Mr. Hagen, be it observed, was the third expert to report— 
the other two being Messrs. Payne and Gayler, whose con- 
clusions have already been recorded in the JournaL. Henry 
Dutcher, cavalryman, was recalled, and stated that pursuant 
to the request of Recorder Sears he had written to his father 
to come here and explain his testimony, with an intimation 
that if it was not satisfactorily explained he might, like Phil 
Ryan, be arrested on a charge of perjury. His father had 
come and he had talked with him, and his father assured him 
that his talk with Squire Van Buren and the statement that 
Cadet Burnett had called Whittaker a damned black cuss and 
threatened to get him out of the Academy was only wild talk. 
Professor Kendrick was also recalled and made some minor 
corrections of his testimony. The court then adjourned until 
Tuesday. 

On Tuesday, May 4, the court reassembled. Recorder Sears 
began the session by announcing that the newspaper asser- 
tions that the anonymous note had been traced by all the ex- 
perts to Whittaker was wholly without authority and a pure 
speculation. D. P. Ames, a well known expert in handwrit 
ing, and editor of the Penman's Art Journal, testified that 
besides the note of warning he had had in his possession 307 
other pieces of handwriting, He had had no conversation 
with any of the other experts, and knew nothing as to who 


is manifested in the writing of No. 23. This appearance, how- 
ever, might have resulted from the fact that more than the 
usual care was exercised in writing the note of warning. 
Carefully executed writing will always present more of a 
writer’s analytic knowledge than his ordinary and hastily ex- 
ecuted writing. I would here remark that but for one fact 
my opinion would have been absolute that the writing in the 
note of warning was identical with the writing of No. 23 and 
none other of the writing examined by me. 
After completing my preliminary examination and fixing on 
No, 23 and —— (number withheld from court) as being iden- 
tical with each other and the note of warning, I requested 
the Recorder to furnish me with more writing of the same 
person who wrote No. 23. At the same time I called his at- 
tention to two other sheets of pencil writing marked A and B, 
and alluded to in my report as A 8 and A 9, as being. in my 
opin’ 1, written by the same person who wrote No. 23. But 
I unavrstood him to say positively that they were not ; and, 
although these sheets present a general appearance very un- 
like No. 23, they being much more carefully written in a fine, 
delicate hand, and with a hard, pointed pencil, the writing 
having the direct slope, while No. 23 is a large, bold hand, 
written carelessly with ink and back slope, I am still of the 
opinion that these were written by the same writer who 
nned No. 23; but, if not, the writing of those two sheets 
leserve careful attention, as in my opinion whoever did write 
them might easily have simulated the writing of No. 23 in the 
note of warning. I trace a veryintimate relation between the 
care and analytical knowledge of writing displayed in the 
pieces of writing and the note of warning. 
Mr. Ames, in concluding, said that he had called to his aid 
George H. Shattuck, as he had been pressed for time. His 
testimony is interesting as showing that the note of warning 
may have been forged or purposely disguised to resemble 
that of some one else. But we must say, in passing, that this 
seems to us an almost preposterous refinement of supposi- 
tion, when s0 little of importance was to be accomplished, 
and in other respects the act committed was so hasty and 
crude. After Mr. Ames had been interrogated at some 
length, a fifth expert (sixth if Mr. Shattuck be counted), Mr. 
A. 8. Southworth, of Boston, was sworn in, and received the 


papers to examine. 

Samuel R. Starr, dealer in ammunition in New York, was 
examined and testified that he, with Mr, Brown, an assistant, 
came to West Point on the morning of the 6th of April last 
with a view to purchasing condemned ordnance, and while 
there visited Phil. Ryan’s saloon. Mr. Ryan told them an 
outrage had been committed that morning on Cadet Whit- 
taker, the colored cadet. 

Q. Did Ryan tell you the sources of thir information? A. 
He said a milkman told him the news. 

Q. Did you ask him if cadets were in the habit of visiting 
his place? A. I did, and he said they were, more particularly 
on Saturdays. 

Q. Did Ryan say anything about cadets being at his place 
on the evening previous? A. He did. 

Q. Did you ask him if any cadets were there that night? 
A. I did not. 
Q. Might he have sup; from your conversation that 
= — to the Ordnance Department? A. I presume 
e might. 

Recorder Sears stated that the object of examining this 
witness was to run to earth the statement of Ryan that two 
members of the Ordnance Department, presumably soldiers, 
visited his place about the time of the Whittaker outrage. 
Cadet Rodgers on being recalled showed a black necktie 
which, he stated, he drew from the Commissary Department 
when he went on furlough two years ago. The Recorder 
called attention to the similarity between this necktie and the 
one found in Whittaker’s room. Iu reply to Mr. Townsend 
the witness stated that the tie just produced in conrt was 
taken from his trunk. The court adjourned to Thursday 
night to accommodate Asst. Dist. Attorney Fiero, who is 
busy during the day. District Attorney Woodford having 
telegraphed that he wished to be present when Mr. Fiero 
was examined, upon meeting Thursday evening the court 
ae to the next morning when Mr. Woodford could 
attend. 


A Lesson ror New Jersry.—The citizens of New Jersey 
may well ponder upon upon the lesson of the value of a well 
organized militia. which is to be derived from their recent 
experience in Patterson, where a mob had for a time full sway 
on Sunday last. The police force of twenty men were over- 
powered, the single militia company useless for want of 
ammunition, and the peace of the city left at the mercy of 
circumstance. But for the courageous interference of a 
solitary clergyman there is no telling to what lengths the 
spirit of mob violence might have gone. It is to be hoped 
that the lesson will not be forgotten, and that the volunteer 
detachment, organized by Capt. Congdon at Patterson, will 
be at once mustered into the State service, and properly 
armed and equipped. The State authorities may derive 
farther benefit from this outbreak if it teaches them the 
absolute necessity for proper armories and arsenals, and for 
ae asufficient amount of ammunition to be stored in a 
secure place, either in the building where the militia are 
quartered, or its immediate vicinity. A single instance of the 
moral effect of powder and lead, meant to be used, may be 
here mentioned. During the Orange riots in New York city 
in 1871, the 22d regiment was part of the escort to the Orange 
procession. It reached the building in which the societies 
were quartered, to find it surrounded by a mob ready on the 
slightest provocation to break down all barriers and destroy 
life and property. Col Porter, on halting his command, at 
once observed this feeling, and without the slightest hesita- 
tion ordered “ Battalion, load at will; load.” The men 
were armed with the old muzzle-loading mfles, and as they 
handled and tore the paper cartridges the crowd looked on 
astonished, but when the bullets were sent home and the 
nipples capped, an ominous silence spread throughout the 
crowd, the leaders slunk away, and only from the very out- 
skirts of the vast assemblage were heard threats or riotous

warning a degree of care and deliberation exercised not found 





in any of my standards and which appeared to indicate that 
the writer had a greater knowledge of analytical writing than

From Fort Adams, “‘ W. P. V. N.” writes us as follows: “In 
your editorial on ‘‘The Whittaker Case,” in the Journa of 
April 24, the following occurs : ‘The Cincinnati Commercial, 
editorially charges on the Academy the murder of the son of 
a prominent United States official (which, we believe, occur- 
red at Cornell University).’ I trust you will, as an act of 
justice, publish the following account of the accident which 
resulted in the death of Mr. L——(the student referred to), 
eight or ten years ago, at Cornell. Mr. L was a candi- 
date for admission into a students’ secret society, which has 
always borne an excellent reputation at the University. On 
the evening appointed, the candidate arrived at the rooms of 
the society in advance of the time set for the initiation cere- 
monies, and several members were directed to take charge of 
him until all should be ready. The young man was blind- 
folded, and led along a road which passed near a precipice. 
Hearing some one approach, his conductors for the purpose 
of concealment, crossed a fence, unfortunately in the direc- 
tion of the precipice, and a moment later Mr. L—— lost his 
footing and, together with at least one (I think two) of his 
conductors, went over the bank to the rocks below. Mr. 
L—— was so severely injured that he died soon after he had 
been carried to the rooms of the society, while one other 
young man who had fallen with him was so badly hurt that 
for a time his life was despaired of. A thorough investiga- 
tion followed, resulting in a decision that Mr. L——’s death 
was accidental ; and I understand that even the parents of the 
unfortunate young gentleman expressed their belief that such 
was the case.”

McKee 
also charges that the command held by Captain Breckenridge 
belongs properly to one of two field officers in that branch of 
the service who are kept in subordinate positions. Perhaps 
the difficulty might have been avoided if he had had proper 
barracks for the troops at Washington, instead of being 
obliged to quarter at the arsenal. The barracks at Washing- 
ton were torn down soon after the war on the supposition 
that troops would not be needed there again, which was the 
case up to the time of the riots in 1877. The difficulty, which 
the Secretary of War is now investigating, promises to be a 
serious one for somebody.

A NOTABLE addition to the guild of, arms-dealers is made 
the present month by the opening at No. 179 Broadway, of 
the firm of Schuyler and Duane. The premises secured, hay- 
ing been occupied several years, require thorough refitting, 
so that the new firm will not be prepared to commence busi- 
ness before May 15th. The location is eligible in all respects, 
being conveniently chosen for the patronage of the general 
public, which buys fowling pieces and sporting goods, as well 
as for the large number of strangers who come to this coun- 
try to purchase munition of war in quantities. The leading 
name of the new firm will be recognized, not only throughout 
America but in Eurvpe, as identified for more than a genera- 
tion back with the commerce in war material. Something 
over thirty-five years ago Mr. Jacob R. Schuyler entered upon 
the business, in connection with Marcellus Hartley and Mal- 
colm Graham. The house formed by this trio of young men 
was from the start a successful venture, and secured a large 
share of the trade in military wares and general equipment. 
With the initial year of the war, however, its resources were 
first developed to their maximum, and results attained which 
laid the foundation for subsequent achievements of extraor- 
dinary magnitude. It is doing no injustice to either one of 
his associates to say that the phenomenal successes of his 
house at this juncture were mainly due to the large views, 
great executive ability, and energy of the senior partner, and 
their appreciation by the then Government at Washington. 
The year was that one of the war in which the Union was in 


its most serious material necessity. The public and private

Within a few months, 
the lots of different arms shipped to the United States through 
his agency aggregated over four hundred thousand stand, 
and the series of difficult and delicate negotiations through 
which they were secured, with a marked economy of cost and 
time to the Government, if written out would furnish a new 
and interesting chapter to the history of the war. The Messrs. 
Schuyler, father and son, were formerly members of the firm 
of Schuyler, Hartley, and Graham. The son, with Mr. Duane, 
who is thoroughly versed in the ways and means of com- 
merce, are active partners, while Mr. Jacob R. Schuyler is un- 
derstood to be a special partner.

The Re- 
search, 1,258 tons, was launched in 1868, and cost, with 
her engines, rather over £65,000; the Favorite, 2,093 
tons, was launched in 1864, and cost, with her machinery, 
£178,000; the Pallas, 2,372 tons, was launched in 1865, 

and cost £200,000 ; while the small Znterprise, 998 tons, 

was launched in 1864, and cost £60,000. Two of the 
ships, the Pallas and Research, were in commission last 
year, having only paid off in July last; the former after 
having served for seven and the latter for eight years in 
succession in the Mediterranean. The other two iron- 
clads, the Hnterprise and the Favorite, have long been 
condemned as unfit for sea service. All four vessels are 
built of wood and are armored with four and a half inch 
plates, and are constructed on the box battery system.

THE GATLING FOR NAVAL PURPOSES. 


From the Bureau of Ordnance, U. 8. Navy, a pamph- 
let by Lieut.-Commander W. M. Folger, U. S. Navy, 
has been issued, entitled, ‘‘ The Adepeobilty of the 
Gatling Gun to Naval Purposes.” ter remarking 
that to resist a storming party at Schipka, a Zulu charge, 
or a Pittsburgh mob, more shots per minute are now 
required, the author goes on to say that these ‘‘ critical 
moments” are being multiplied in the Navy under the 
new conditions of attack and defence. *‘‘The increase 
in steam power, the adoption of the ramming principle, 
and the introduction of the apd oe boat as an offensive 
factor, have shortened the duration of the critical 
moment, and the possession of arms of great destructive 
powers becomes to us, also, of. paramount importance. 
The modern machine gun, firing a small-arm cartridge, 
is one of the answers of an inventive people to this 
demand.” The writer then enumerates what in his 
opinion are the principal conditions which a machine 
gun should satisfy, namely—certainty of action, rapidity 
of fire, the supply of ammunition, facility of manipula- 
tion, weight, endurance, dispersion of the bullets, 
accessibility of important parts, and safety to the gun 
servants. These conditions are then considered in 
reference to the new Gatling gun, and with one excep- 
tion it is said to fulfilthem. That exception is the 
possibility of a momentary stoppage arising from the 
way in which the cartridge presents itself in the carrier, 
but ‘‘ with a fair acquaintance with the arm, and above 
alla habit of the crank,” this risk ‘‘ becomes merely 
nominal.” In all other respects Lieut,-Commander 
Folger pronounces in favor of the Gatling, but in order 
that it may be thoroughly effective, he urges more 
efficient instruction in its peculiarities. He says: 


‘* Although there are doubtless other cases, the writer 
has heard of but a single one showing marked excellence 
in her machine-gun drills—the Congress cruise 1874-75. 
The exercise has generally been neglected, a variety of 
reasons, sufficient and otherwise, contributing to this 
fact. The crews have frequently been selected from 
the carpenters, for example—with the assumption, 
perhaps, that their usual duties at quarters would admit 
of an expansion, or it may be of a supposed familiarity 
with mechanical contrivances. Both of these assump- 
tions usually proving entirely groundless, the gun has 
generally been kept stored below, or perhaps retained 
on deck as a show piece for the lady friends of the 
‘‘young gentlemen.” The crew of any machine-gun 
should be young men, seamen or ordinary seamen, if 
possible, because of the well known aptitude for all 
work of the sailor man. They should not have other 
fighting duties, and should be exercised frequently. As 
an effective drill is very expensive in the matter of 
ammunition, a supply of dummy cartridges, weighted

THE NEW MILITIA BILL. 
E take from the Elmira Bulletin an article which 
that journal reproduces from the Wational Issue. 
We have often heard orators talk of the national issue, 
without (their) knowing precisely what they meant; 
but we begin to get a better idea of the National Issue 


from this article: 

A DAMNABLE AND INFAMOUS MEASURE—A SCHEME TO FURTHER 
OPPRESS AND ENSLAVE THE PEOPLE—BRAND EVERY HOUND 
IN CONGRESS WHO DARES TO VOTE FOR IT. 


The Military Committee have reported a bil to Congress to 
organize a National Militia, The bill is apart of the National 
Bank scheme to pinnder the people, and is fraught with imminent 
danger to the republic.

We have quoted this article at length because it per 
haps reveals in brief space, and, as the reader will ob 
serve, in singularly cautions, moderate, tentative, and 
judicial language, the line of opposition to the new 
militia bill, whose leading points were fully laid before 
our readers when it was reported in Congress. Now, 
the amusing feature of the case is that centralization of 
military power was the very last thing contemplated by 


the original friends of the national militia plan, and one 
of the things most repugnant to the strongest element 
now pushing the bill. We do not say that the charge of 
centralization is ill-founded—on the contrary, we incline 
to think that, considering that the Ordnance Bureau 
becomes to a large extent the pivot upon which the new 


$5 | proposed militia revolves, the tendency is towardsmilitary 


centralization. Undoubtedly alsothe tendency is towards 
» | increasing the immediate control ot the President overthe 
active State militias, and increasing also the number of 
men he can rapidly throw into the field. 

And yet, curiously enough, as we have said, no such 
object was in the minds of the promoters of the bill. We 
should judge, from our knowledge of them, that a larger 
ratio are from the Southern than the Northern States . 
and this fact alone would indicate little desire for cen- 
tralization. Again, some of the leading Northern sup- 
porters of the bill are conspicuous advocates of what is 
called State sovereignty. What they are really aiming 
at is something quite different from military centraliza- 
tion. One section of the supporters of the bill are in- 
terested in rifle practice ; a second, in obtaining by Con- 
gressional aid a militia subsidy which they have despaired 
of obtaining from their own States; a third, in founding 
a new system which will give them something to sub- 
stitute for the old interest they took in the Volunteer or 
Regular Army—and so on. The features they all desire 
are liberality in the annual militia appropriation, and 
uniform adherence in all the States to the highest models 
of organization, discipline, drill, clothing, arming, equip- 
ment, and actual service. 

The report of Mr. Soauzs, of the Militia Committee, 
which accompanies Bill H. R. 5638, clearly illustrates 
the point we make. After tracing the history of militia 
legislation, as it has often and often been traced in the 
JOURNAL, and after analyzing the provisions of the new 
bill, as we have already analyzed them, this report gives» 
as the pith of the new provisions, three points: (1) Sub- 
stituting a limited volunteer militia for the nominal 
militia now comprising the whole body of the people, 
under a statute that is a dead letter. (2) Making uni- 
form the new State militias in all essential particulars. 
(8) Substituting for the present $200,000 annual appro- 
priation an appropriation varying with each year's 
wants, and prescribing the conditions of its distribution. 

It is thus seen what the bill really aims at, and that 
the incident of centralization, so far as it has grown out 
of the bill, was not an original object of it. Our own 
belief is that this is by all odds the very best militia bill 
ever introduced into Congress; and that the provision 
by which constitutional objections are overcome, are 
exceedingly ingenious. And the result is that the ques- 
tion is brought squarely before Congress, whether any 
militia legislation at all is needed, further than an in- 
crease in the annual appropriation for arms. For, if any 
such legislation is required, no better basis for it could 


“| be found than this bill. But we also think it an incon- 


trovertible fact that if the States would all do their duty 
as New York, for example, has done, and as about 
five other States have done, there would be no necd 
whatever for Congressional legislation. Forin a few 
States the militia are really all that should be expected, 
and all that would be needed, provided the Army were 
made as strong as it should be. However, on this point 
we shall have something to say when the bill comes up 
for action; and we are inclired to think it will not be 
finally acted on during the present session. 


THE DESTROYER. 


We have examined, at the Delamater Iron Works, 
the new torpedo tube constructed by Captain Ericsson, 
for his torpedo vessel, the Destroyer. This tube is 16 
inches diameter and 30 feet long, bored as accurately as 
a steam engine cylinder, the plan being that of expelling 
the torpedo by means of a metallic piston actuated by 
the force of gunpowder instead of compressed air. The 
total weight of the tube, which is put together in three 
separate pieces, exceeds 18,000 lbs., the thickness vary- 
ing from eight inches at the inboard end to less than two 
inches at the point where it passes through the wrought 
iron stem of tlie vessel, to which it is firmly secured by 
means of a flange within, and a screw nut on the out- 
side. The inboard end, or breech, of the tube, is re- 
inforced by six steel hoops, each six inches wide and 
two inches thick. As the torpedo and propelling piston 
must be inserted within the vessel, the breech is open 
and provided with a plug of peculiar construction; 
readily applied and capable of resisting great force after 
being secured, a operation effected by simply moving 
a hand lever through an arc of 45 degrees. 

The entire air compressing machinery having now 
been removed from the Destroyer, the new tube will be 
applied forthwith, after which the intention is to com- 
mence a course of experiments to ascertain if the pow- 





der propelling system in point of dynamic energy 
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developed, is as effective when the torpedo is fired 
under, as when fired over, the water—previously re- 
ported in the JouRNAL. ‘ 

We also examined the torpedo to be employed during 
these experiments; its length is 19 feet and extreme 
diameter somewhat under 16 inches. -The body of this 
formidable weapon is composed of light wood, the rear 
end being provided with a cast iron armature of such 
dimensions as to balance the weight of a metallic box 
placed at the head capable of holding 250 lbs. of explo- 
sive matter. 





Tae Portuguese newspapers assert that Macao is 
blockaded; that Chinese cruisers have captured 17 
vessels in Portuguese waters, and that, in consequence 
of these hostile acts, the Lisbon government has tele- 
graphed to Mozambique, ordering the corvette Rainha 
de Portugal to sail immediately for Macao. According 
to advices from Shanghai of April 7 from a British 
source, the treaty with Russia has been entirely re- 
jected. The rendition of Ili is claimed without condi- 
tions, and Yso is to invade and occupy that district. 
Munitions of war were going north, and Prince Li had 
authorized the engagement of foreigners in the Army 
and Navy. A telegram from St. Petersburg states that 
twelve ironclads are to leave for Chinese waters, via 
the Suez Canal, under the command of Admiral Buta- 
koff. On the Chinese and Turkestan frontier a Russian 
corps of observation is to be posted, partly under Col. 
Kuropotkine, Gen. Skobeleff’s chief of staff during the 
last war. The Russian Government has ordered two 
hundred new Hotchkiss guns in Paris, firing forty shots 
a minute. There are reports current that a large amount 
of arms are en route from New York_to China, but we 
cannot verify the statement. 





Last February Major-General W. 8. Hancock, under 
instructions from General Sherman, submitted a plan to 
abandon certain posts on the northern frontier, viz. 
Forts Mackinac and Gratiot, Michigan; Forts Portier, 
Ontario, Madison Barracks, and Plattsburg Barracks, 
New York, and to transfer the garrisons of those posts 
amongst Forts .Wayne and Brady, Michigan; Fort 
Niagara, Youngstown, N. Y., and Fort Montgomery, 
Rouses Point, N. Y. He submitted at the same time 
estimates for the additional quarters necessary to the 
increased garrisons. The Secretary War has sent the 
papers to the House, and it is said the House Military 
Committee will favor the proposition. The plan seems 
a wise one, as larger garrisons at many points are neces- 
sary if the troops are to be made and kept efficient in 
their military duties. It will also in the end be a saving 
of expense as one company posts are nearly as expensive 
to maintain as four company ones are. We are glad to 
see the proposition to garrison Fort Montgomery, at 
Rouse’s Point, N. Y., not hitherto occupied by troops, 
as the post is one of ‘strategic importance, much more 
so than some of those proposed to be abandoned. Gen. 
Hancock reports that he is carrying out slowly, but as 
rapidly as circumstances will allow, the policy of con- 
centrating his troops into posts of at least two companies. 
Recently, he says, ‘‘I have deferred some movements 
of troops in this direction, thinking that a change of 
stations of some of the artillery regiments in this com- 
mand might soon take place, and, in such event, I de- 
sired to save unnecessary inconvenience to the officers 
and men concerned. Last autumn I issued orders trans- 
ferring the company of ist Artillery forming the garri- 
son at Fort Independence, Boston harbor, to Fort War- 
ren, thus making the latter a two company post, and 
leaving the former in charge of an ordnance sergeant. 
My ultimate intention is to make Fort Preble a two 
company post also, and to withdraw the garrison (one 
company, 2d Artillery) from Fort Johnson, N. C., and 
send it to Fort McHenry, Md., in case the light battery 
and headquarters of that regiment are removed from 
the latter post to a more available place for the evolu- 
tions of light artillery. In such event, the company of 
the 2d Artillery, now at Fort Ontario, might also be sent 
to Fort McHenry, and Ontario be discontinued. When 
the programme for the concentration of the troops in 
larger garrisons shall have been fully carried out, the 
companies now garrisoning Madison Barracks and 
Plattsburg Barracks (there is but one at each) would 
also be transferred to other stations.” 








Sprciat Orpers, War Department, May 6th, retire 
Colonel Wm. H. French, 4th Artillery, Brevet Major- 
General U. 8. A., July 1. Gen. French entered the Mili_ 
tary Academy on the same date with Gen. Vogdes, the 
senior Colenel of Artillery, July 1, 1838, and received 
his first assignment on the same date to the same regi- 
ment, viz., a8 2d Lieutenant, 1st Artillery, July 1, 1887. 
His first brevets for “‘ gallant and meritorious service,” 
Captain and Major, date back to the war with Mexico, 
and his Jast brevets, Colonel, Brigadier and Major- 


General, were received during the War of the Rebellion, 
in which he rendered such honorable service. Gen. 
French’s retirement makes a Colonel of Emory Upton, a 
Lieut.-Colonel of Geo. P. Andrews, a Major of Richard 
H. Jackson, a Captain of James M. Ingalls, and a ist 
Lieutenant of John P. Wisser. 








Tue Indian Government report that the cost of the 
Affghan war wiil probably exceed the estimates by 
$20,000,000, adding to this information the grave de- 
claration that the Military Department are solely blam- 
able for the mistake. They ought to let out their wars 
by contract hereafter, or employ no officers who will 
not guarantee not to employ more than so many troops, 
march so many miles, expend a given amount of ammu.- 
nition, and not exceed a specified number of killed 
and wounded. What is the good of a military officer 
who cannot tell you in advance exactly what a war 
will cost? It is the military men who are always 
‘*golely blamable” in such cases, a3 our Own experience 
has shown. Did not Mr. Seward assure the world that 
our rebellion was a matter of ninety days, and did not our 
military men make it an affair of years, when the country 
was full of civilians, foreign and domestic, who were 
able to show then, and have demonstrated since, to 
their own complete satisfaction, that it might have been 
ended with a single stroke ?

Orricers who have any part in the making up of the 
Army teams to compete at Creedmoor will do well to 
consider what is said by our correspondent ‘‘ Fair Play” 
concerning the selection of these teams. He merely 
expresses what was a prevailing impression at Creedmoor 
last year. It is certainly true that, in one case at least, 
the statement was made that preference had been given 
to officers, in making up the team, as more reliable than 
the enlisted men, whose record as rifle shots was better. 
This may be true, but the Army teams can be sure of 
one thing: if they don’t want to be whipped again this 
year at Creedmoor, they cannot afford to yield any 
chances in rifle shooting in favor of rank. 








Mr. Schurz, April 29, received this despatch, dated

It is understood that a party of 125, known as the 
Ball expedition, lately left Leadville for the Ute reserv- 
ation, there to establish a mining camp, to be called the 
Defiance Mining district, on the Roaring Forks. They 
are thoroughly armed, and are to be followed by other 
parties. Their declaration of principles is peculiar: 
‘Believing that the earth and all that it contains was 
given to man by his Creator for his use and benefit, we 
here declare it to be our unalterable purpose to explore 
and develop the country known as the Ute reservation 
regardless of Eastern sentimentalism or circumlocution 
officers. The earth was given to man to subdue, and 
we intend to fulfil the scriptural injunction.” Mr. 
Schurz brought the matter before the Cabinet, who de- 
cided not to issue any proclamation against the trespass- 
ers, but to order Gen. Hazen to move troops near the 
reservation, to maintain order. 








The House Naval Committee report in favor of the bill 
which sed the Senate March 18, introducing cotton cord- 
age into the Navy ‘‘to such an extent as will furnish a fair 
test of its value and efficiency, as compared with other kinds 
now in use.” The arguments presented in its favor, ina 
memorial which the committee opt, are that it is not liable 
to spontaneous combustion while hemp is; that it will wear 
twice as long, will cost less, and be as strong as the best Rus- 
sian cordage: that it can be secured without going abroad 
and paying tribute to the wicked foreigner instead of pro- 
moting * the agriculturalinterests of the Sonth.” ‘‘ Cotton,” 
we are told in conclusion, ‘is good enough for the whole 
people North and South, but not good enough for Navy 
Officials to be allowed a place over foreign fibre.” ‘‘The Gov- 
ernment officials of the Navy Department ought to be alarmed 
lest they should get spontaneous combustion by wearing or 
using cotton fabrics.” “Here is richness,” as Mr. Squeers 
says. Accepting this memorial as a sample of the results of 
dealing with cotton cordage, we should say that there was a 

ood deal of spontaneous combustion init. However, good or 
Fad, we are likely to have cotton cordage in the Navy.

AFFAIRS AT WASHINGTON. ; 

. Wasutnerton, May 6, 1880. 

Senator Randolph made an effort on Tuesday last to 
get_a day set apart for the consideration of the bills 
which had been considered by the Senate Military Com- 
mittee. He tried to get Tuesday the 11th, but on 
being made, it is doubtful whether many of the sixty- 
five bills relating to Army matters can be considered at 
this session. It is true that the mass of the bills 
referred to the Military Committee of both Houses are 
positively without merit, but there are some which the 
Army at large would be glad to see disposed of. There 
is the compulsory retirement bill, the bill to regulate 
promotions, the bill for the retirement of non-commis- 
sioned officers, and the bill for promotion to captain of 
the officers who have served fourteen years as lieuten- 
ants, which it was Loped would be deptael of at this 
session, but we fear they cannot be reached. The trou- 
ble is that there is no money in the bills which are in- 
troduced for the benefit of the Army. One 
made a most persistent effort to get up the bill for the 
relief of Ben Holliday. This is simply a bill to give to 
the gentle Ben the modest amount of | for 
damages sustained while he was running the overland 
mail to California during our Civil War. Now we all 
know Ben. A sharper, shrewder, or more unscrupulous 
good fellow never lived. His dealings with the Army 
commenced as long ago as 1849, when he induced a 
poor lieutenant of infantry, who was acting as Commis- 
sary of Subsistence at Fort Kearney, to receive a large 
lot of beef on the hoof at double i weight, and for 
which the lieutenant lost his commission. The gentle- 
men in the Senate smile when the Ben Holliday bill is 
mentioned, but we will take an even bet that it will be 
passed, and that there will be a big “‘divvy” all around.’ 
There is no telling what may be done in the way of 
passing bills. We have in our mind’s eye one bill which 
was passed and which granted a pension to the widow 
of a man who had been an Army officer, but who had 
long since resigned, and who died in Paris. The widow 
is rich, having an income of $10,000 to $12,000 
annum, but she came on to Washington and got a bill 
through Congress ——_ her a pension and all the 
arrears, to which she had not one particle of claim. 
Another widow of a man who had been employed for a’ 
short time as contract surgeon in the Army, then again. 
in the Navy, and who died of delirium tremens, without 
ever performing any creditable service, comes in and 
gets an act passed granting her a pension. And this 
was granted oeinsinar upon the oath of the lady that 
she had never in her life seen her husband under the in- 
fluence of liquor! But worse than this is the swindle 
perpetrated upon the Government by a man who comes 
in for the payment for siz horses, which he certifies 
were ‘shot under him during the Civil War, and be 
actually got the money for three horses, when to m 
certain knowledge the man, who was in my command, 
never owned a horse while he was in the Dervies, and 
we made certificate to that effect. Verily the re 
at this time is curious and past our comprehension. 

One of our jolly A was in his early youth sent 
to West Point as a cadet at the Military Auodeney Re- 
cently, in speaking of the avidity with which the people, 
or rather the politicians, of the country seized upon any- 
thing which they could turn to the meaty of the 
Military Academy, he spoke good-naturedly of his own 
case. Said he: ‘‘I no mathematical talent—I was 
not cut out for a soldier. I was not studious, and from 
no fault of any one but myself, I was a failure at West 
Point. I was very properly found deficient and sent 
away. I did not blame any one for this. It was better 
forme to go at something else, and my guardian pro- 
cured the appointment of midshipman in the Navy for 
me.” ‘*But,” he continued, ‘‘my ian and my 
friends never ceased to abuse and vilify the Military 
Academy. Many years after my failure there a brother 
of mine went to Congress from Ohie, and the first thing 
he did after taking his seat was to offer a resolution to 
abolish the Military Academy, and I was held up as an 
example of a man who was sent away from there, while 
others whe were not comparable to me were permitted 
to remain and graduate. All my own ons to 
the effect that I was properly found deficient and sent 
away were of no avail.” 

The very men in Congress who have had the appoint- 
ment of the cadets are the very ones to rise in their 
places and vilify the institution, because some totally in-' 
competent nominee has found it impossible to master the 
West Point course. It is not three months since I heard 
a member say that he did not think that his district 
could furnish a young man who poate the entering 
examination; for it wasin the far West, but recently 
settled. He had nominated a young man who had suc- 
ceeded in passing, after several trials, but who was 
found deficient at the end of the first year’s course. He 
informed me a few days since that he had come to the 
conclusion that West Point was a failure, and that it 
ought to be abolished, and when the subject of West 
Point comes iy A Congress he will probably advocate 
destroying the Military Academy. 

It would be interesting to know who are the aristocrats 
who have been educated at West Point, and who have 
brought such discredit upon the country. Is it Sherman, 
or Sheridan, or Thomas, or McPherson? Or is it Heint- 
zelman, or Bayard, or Reno, or Burnside, or John F. 
Reynolds, or hundreds of others whom the country once 
delighted to honor, and whose graves are now covered 
with obloquy, and who are declared as stuck up aristo- 
crats who have not come up to the measure of their 
country’s glory?

WEARING FOREIGN DECORATIONS. 
10 the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal : 


Sim: By the terms ot Section 2, of the Senate Bill, 
No. 1396, officers of the United States are forbidden the 
public showing or exposing on their persons any decora- 
tion that they may be permitted to receive from a 
foreign government. This is an unwarrantable re- 
straint, limited to a class of American citizens, and not 
only to a class, but to those of the class that have proved 
by their individual acts that they are especially worthy 
of confidence. By the terms of the United States 
Statutes, no officer can receive any decoration from a 
foreign government without the permission of Congress. 
This law establishes a thorough safeguard against the 
abuse of decoration giving. There are many cases in 
which the refusal by Con to permit a foreign deco- 
ration to be received would be a discourtesy to the gov- 
ernment offering it, and it is urged that since decora- 
tiens are given to be worn, it is a discou to foreign 

ernments in ree to make a law which destroys 

greater part of the value of their gifts. This is the 
only way in which a foreigu government can express to 
individuals its appreciation of valuable services ren- 
dered, and certainly those governments have a right to 
consider that its gifts shall not be belittled. 

If officers, by personal courage or professional bril- 
liancy, are considered by foreign governments worthy 
to wear their most valuable decorations whenever and 
wherever they presse, is it right or just that our. own 
Congress should so far doubt their good judgment or 
common sense in the very face of their acts, as to pro- 
hibit the wearing of them for fear that a wrong use will 
be made of them ? 

If an officer imperils his life, in foreign fever hospi- 
tals, on dangerous coasts, or in stormy waters, or if he 
by his talents makes discoveries in science or in ma- 
terial, is it common sense to consider that the wearing 
of a decoration will cause envy amongst his fellows ? 

The common objection to the wearing of foreign de- 
corations, is, that it shows a tendency towards fondness 


. for monarchical institutions injurious to true Republican 


simplicity, and yetis there a single one of our Honorable 
legislators who has objected to the term ‘‘ Honorable” 
as having the tendency? The term itself comes from 
monarchy, and it has been worn in public since the 
foundation of the Government, without danger and 
without comment, except from ‘‘ Communists.” 

It is finally urged that it is not reasonable for Con- 
gress in permitting an oflicer to receive decorations, to 
plainly imply that not only has he done honor to his 
country by his acts, but that he is worthy to receive and 
to exhibit with pride this palpable evidence of his 
worth, and to refuse to permit him to ever show it, 
either at home or among the people who have been 
benefited by his services. 

If there is in reality any danger to be incurred by 
exhibiting a decoration from a foreign government 
amongst Americans in our own country, there can at 
least be none in permitting the officer to exhibit it in the 
country from which it came. 

If the character of the American people is so unstable 
that there is danger to our institutions by the exhibition 
of this bauble, is the country worth preserving? If our 
Republic is firmly established, and if Americans are 
proud of their Government, is it right or just to Ameri- 
can common sense to put such an evidence of uncer- 
tainty on the Statute books? 

It can be certainly asserted that no officer havin 
shown the courage or skill to win a decoration well 
be so foolish as to exhibit it where it would be distaste- 
ful, and if he exhibits where it is appreciated as an evi- 
dence of worth, that same appreciation, though being a 
flattery mainly to the individual, makes a true American 
the more proud of his own countrymen. 

Nothing is more truly an indication of American cha- 
racter than the desire to force foreign governments to 
give evidence of our worth individually and collec- 
tively, and to exhibit those evidences when we have 

ightly obtained them. When a single instance of the 
aiden or bad effects of a foreign decoration on an 
American breast can be shown it will be time for such 
legislation. *,* 

[We cannot agree with our correspondent that the bill he 
criticises can in any sense be regarded as discourteous to 
foreign governments. The provisions of our National Con- 
stitution are a distinct notification to them that it is con- 
trary to the policy of our Government t> permit officers in 
the public service to assume any obligations to a foreign 
power, even to the extent of accepting a decoration. Weregard 
that provision as a wise one, but as it places the matter of ac- 
copting a decoration entirely within the keeping of Congress, 
there would seem to be no necessity for this bill. If Con- 
gress object to allowing our officers to appear with foreign 
decorations let them withhold their consent to their receipt. 
In view of the constitutional prohibition it would seem to be 


entirely proper for every officer who is embarrassed by the 
offer of a foreign decoration to decline it, on the ground that 
he is not at liberty to receive it. We are satisfied that the 
continued introduction of bills to permit officers to accept 
decorations injures the services with Congress and in popular 
esteem, to an extent not at all justified by any advantages to 
be gained. The fewer personal bills of any sort we have be- 
fore Congress relating to the Army and Navy the better it 
is for the services as a whole.—EpiTor JouRNAL. ]

THE WARREN COURT OF INQUIRY.

A. Forsyth, of the 1st Cavalry, Capt. M. V. Sheridan, of the 
7th Cavalry, Lieut.-Col. Frederick C. Newhall, of Philadel- 
phia, formerly of Gen. Warren’s staff, Gens. Fry, Crittenden, 
and McKeever. After the readivg of the record was closed, a 
letter was subinitted by Gen. Sheridan, explaining that, as 
the inquiry would res his conduct at Five Forks, as well 
as the official report of that battle, he should claim his right 
to be re nted by counsel. The request was granted, and 
Major Gardner was assigned a table. Gen. Sheridan's letter

Sim: Since my arrival in this City, under a sabpena to 4 
and testify before the court of which R are President, I have 
been indirectly and unofficially informed that the court, some time 
ago, forwarded an invitation to me (which bas not been received) 
to appear pomeees, or by counsel, in order to aid it in obtaining 
a knowledge as to facts concerning the movements terminating 
in the battle of Five Forks, with reference to the direct subject of 
its inquiry. Any invitation of this character I should always con- 
sider incumbent on me to accept and to aid in every way in my 
power to further the specific for which courts of inquiry 
are by law instituted. The order convening the court (a copy of 
which was not received by me at my division headquarters uutil 
two days after the time that the court was to assemble) contem- 
lates an inquiry based on the app ication of Lieut.-Col. G. K. 
erren, Corps of Engineers, as to his conduct while Major General 
commanding the Fifth Army Corps, under my command, in re er- 
ence to accusatiuns or imputations assumed in the order to have 
been made ust him, and I understaod through the daily press 
that my official report of the battle of Five Forks has been sub- 
mitted by him as a basi- of inquiry. 

If it is proposed to inquire either directly or indirectly as to an 
action of mine so far as Commanding General of the Fif 
Corps was concerned, or my motives for such action, I desire to be 
specifically informed wherein such action or transaction is —— 
to contain an accusation or imputation to become a eubject of in- 
quiry, so that, knowing what issues are raised, 1 may intelligently 
aid the court in arriving at the facts. It is along time since the 
battle of Five Forks was fought, and during the time that has 
elapsed the official reports of that action has been received and 
acknowledged by the Government; but now, when the memory of 
events has, in many instances, wn dim, and three of the a 
pai actors on that field are dead—Gens. Griffin, Custer, and Devin, 
whose testimony would have been valuable—an investigation is 
ordered which might, perhaps, do injustice, unless the facts perti- 
nent to the iseues are jully developed. 

My public duties are such that it will not be convenient for me 
to be present continuously during the sessions of the court. In 
order, however, that everything may be laid before it in my power 
pertinent to such specific iseues as are legally raised, I beg leave 
to introduce Major Asa Bird Gardner as my counsel. Very re- 
spectfully, P. H. Saenipan, Lieutenant-General, 

Gen. Sheridan then requested to be furnished with copies 
of the allegations of Gen. Warren, and the passages in his 
official report claimed to be imputations upon Gen. Warren's 
conduct were read. Then, to give the members a clear under- 
standing of the controversy, the full text of Gen. Sheridan’s 
reports was read ina clear voice by Col. Newhall, while Gen. 
Sheridan stood by the map and explained to the court the 
various points to which the reports referred, showing the 
positions of the armies and their subsequent movements from 
the beginuing to the close of the battle of Five Forks. The 
three charges made by General Sheridan against General 
Warren are as follows: 

First—Had General Warren moved according to the expectations 
of the Lieutenant-General there would appear to have been but 
little chance for the escape of the enemy's infantry in front of 
Dinw.ddie Court-house. 

Second—General Warren did not excit himself to get up his 
corps as rapidly as he might have done, and his manner gave me 
the impression that he wished the sun to go down before disposi- 
tions for the attack could be completed. 

Third—During this engagement portions of his line gave wa, 
when not ex to a heavy fire, and simply from want of confi- 
dence on the part of the troops, which Warren did not exert him- 
self to inspire. 

In reply to the first charge General Warren says in his de- 
mand for the court: “ Such expectations were not reasonable 
according to the facts. I acted ae the night under orders 
from General Meade The enemy held all the roads necessary 
for his escape, and he withdrew from General Sheridan's 
front to Five Forks early in the night, and the swollen state 
of Gravelly Run and a broken —~ a my troops 
from reaching General Sheridan un ybreak. The tenor 
of my orders from General Meade was not that I was to pre- 
vent the escape of the enemy, but to use every exertion to 
succor General Sheridan, who could not maintain himself at 
Dinwiddie Court-house without reinforcements. My de- 
spatches show that it was my own suggestion to attempt to 
intercept the enemy if he remained in General Sheridan’s 
front, and not fal back, as I was at first ordered. It is pro-

Shortly after this interview 
Gen. Meade sent the following despatch to Gen. Grant :

Maj.-Gen. Meade, Commanding Army of Potomac : 


Let Warren move in the way you propose, and urge him not to 
stop for anything.

(Gen. Sheridan here asked the court to observe that Gen. 
Meade said ‘‘ Warren could go at once;” also that Gen. 
Grant in reply told Meade to “ urge him not to stop for any- 
thing.” The narrative then continued. ] 

At 10.15 pe. m., March 31, Warren received a despatch from 
Gen. Meade, of which I was informed by a staff officer from 
Gen. Meade’s headquarters. The time is not given on the 
despatch, but Warren received it at 10.50 p.m. By it he was 
directed to send Griffin promptly, as ordered, by the Boydton 
plank-road, but to move the remainder of the command by 
the road Bartlett was on, and strike the enemy in the rear, 
who was between him and Dinwiddie. Gen. Sheridan's 
— was reported to him as north of Dinwiddie Court- 

use, near Dr. Smith’s, the enemy holding the cross-roads 
at that point. His orders were, if the enemy turned on him, 
to retreat by way of 8. M. Brooke’s and R. Boisseau’s on the 
Boydton plank-road—as shown on the one-inch map—and he 
was directed to be very prompt in this movement and get to 
the forks of the road at 8. M. Brooke's before the enemy, so 
as to open the road to R. Boisseau’s. ‘‘ The enemy,” Gen. 
Meade continues, “will probably retire toward the Five 
Forks, that being the direction cf their main attack this day. 
Don't encumber yourself with anything that will impede 
your progress or prevent your moving in any direction across 
the country. Let me know when Grillin starts and when you 
start. Acknowledge receipt.” 

“*T submit,” said the witness, “that this order was one 
that required prompt obedience. Gen. Meade said to Gen. 
Warren, ‘You must be very prompt in your movements,’ and 
again, ‘Don’t encumber yourself with anything that will 
impede your or prevent your moving in any direc- 
tion across the country.’ It was not obeyed in this manner. 
Ayres’s division, which had been substituted for Griffin’s, 
was ordered by Warren at 11 o'clock Pp. m. to move down the 
Boydton plank-road to Dinwiddie Court-house, and the same 
order directed the other two divisions to mass wherever they 
should be. reached by the staff officer bearing the 11 Pp. m. 
order. Ayres pools | down the Boydton plank-road as 
directed, and, as stated in his report, was met in the morning 
by one of my staff officers, who conducted him into a road 
leading from Dinwiddie Court-house to the White Oak road, 
and thus coming in upon the left of the enemy. My object 
in turning Ayres upon this road was that, having left 
Dinwiddie Court-house and advanced on the enemy, I wished 
to save him a fruitless detour by way of the Court-house 
Griffin’s and Crawford's divisions moved after daylight, as 
their official reports state, in obedience te orders from Gen. 
Warren, he having, as respects these two divisions, dis- 
regarded the orders of Gen. Meade, which directed him to be 
very prompt in this movement. During the night of March 
31 I received from Gen. Grant a despatch, written at 10.05 
P. M., a8 follows: 

Dasney’s Miius, March 31, 1865—10.05 Pp. m. 


Major-Gen. Sheridan: 

The 5th Corps has heen ordered to your support. Two divisions 
will move by J. Boisseau’s, and one down the Boydton plank- 
road. In addition to this, I have sent Mackenzie's cavalry, which 
will reach you by the Vaughn road. All theee forces will reach 
you by 12 to-night. You will assume command of the whole foree 
sent to operate with you, and nee it to the best of your ability to 
destroy the force which your command fought so gallantly to-day. 

U. S. Grant, Lieutenant-General. 

Gen. Warren's corps not having reached me by 12 o'clock, 
in accordance with these expectations of Gen. Grant, I did what 
I thought the next best thing, and sent, by one of my staff 
officers, the following despatch, requesting him to attack at 
daylight : 
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Cavalry Heapquarters, Dinwipprs Court-HovsE, 
April 1, 1865-3 a. ™. t 
Major-Gen. Warren, Commanding 5th Army Corps ; 

I am ho'ding in front of Dinwiddie Court-house, on the road 
leading to Five Forks, for three-quarters of a mile, with Gen. 
Custer’s division. The enemy are in the immediate front, lying so 
as to cover the road just this side of A. Adams's house, which 
leads across Chamberiain’s Run. I understand you have a division 
at J. Boisseau’s, If so, you are in the rear of the enemy’s line, 
and almost on his flank. I will hold on bere. Possibly t may 
attack Custer at daylight. If so, attack instantly and in fall force. 
Attack at daylight anyhow, and I will make an effort to get the 
road this side of Adams's houee, and if I succeed you can capture 
the whole of them. Any force moving down the road I am holding. 
or on the White Oak road, will be in the enemy's rear, and in all 
probability get any force that may escape you by a flank move- 
ment. Don’t fear my leaving here. If the enemy remains I shall 
fight at daylight. P. H. Suerman, Major-Gen2ral. 

I began to move against the enemy at daylight, and then 
discovered his infantry line retiring from my front. The two 
divisions of the 5th Corps that Gen. Grant had informed me 
would move by J. Boisseau’s did not come on that road the 

vious night, nor did they appear on the enemy's rear at 

ylight, as requested in my 3 4. m. order. As a matter of 
fact, they were just about then breaking from the bivouac in 
which Gen. Warren had placed them the night before, and 
from which they had not moved. The enemy remained in 
my front during the night. Ayres says he saw them hastily 
moving off after his arrival, and the reports of Merritt, 
Hayes, and others confirm this. In addition, however, i 
submit the following despatch from Gen. J. Irwin Gregg 
commanding a brig:de of the meg inclosing a captured 
despatch of Gen. Lee, which shows that Pickett’s infantry 
was ordered to withdraw at 4 a. m., April 1: 

HEADQUARTERS 2p Bricape, 2p Division 
Cavatny Corps, April 1, 1865. f 

Major-Gen. Sheridan ; 

I am just in receipt of a report from the Licutenant-Colonel 
commanding the 8th Pennsylvania Cavalry, which says he has 
driven the enemy two miles from this point on what I call the 
Dinwiddie Court-house road, From the firing the resistance 
seems to be determined. The country is all woods ; no enemy 
has moved in the direction of Stony Creek except a picket of 15 
or 20 men. I send a despatch from Gen. Lee. 

J. Irwin Greee, Brevet Brigadier-General. 

The inclosure was a despatch from Gen. Lee to Gen. Beal, 
dated 2 o’clock a. m., April 1, 1865, and signed by L. Truman 
Bean, Assistant Adjutant-General. It read as follows: 
= Gen. Lee wishes you to withdraw your command to this side of 
the creek, when Gen. Pickett’s infantry is withdrawn, at 4. a. m. 
You will bivouac on this side. 

I would, in this connection, refer the court to the official 
report of Gen. Pickett, of this battle, in which he states that 
he fell back from my front at daylight on April 1, to Five 
Forks, *‘ pressed by the enemy.” As the enemy fell back he 
was followed by Merritt's two divisions, and I at this time 
determined to drive him’ to Five Forks, still hoping that 
Griffin’s and Crawford’s divisions would come in at J. 
Boisseau’s in time to effect some results. He was pushed 
rapidly back, and at 8 or 9 o'clock Gen. Bartlett says his 
brigade joined Ayres’s division, which was moving on the 
right of the cavalry. The point of junction was near J. 
Boisseau’s, and at this point the whole of the 5th Corps was 
directed to mass for the purpose of refreshing the men and 
to await developments. I may state here that I was in error 
in my report in saying J. Boisseau’s house, in my despatch of 
3 a. mM. to Gen. Warren; I should have said Dr. G. Boisseau. 
I had learned from the reports of my officers who had 
returned from Gen. Grant and Gen. Meade, the point that 
Bartlett’s command occupied, and understand that a divi- 
sion was there, and although I wrote J. Boisseau in 
the order, J. Boisseau’s house could not have been in 
my mind, because my cavalry had had possession of it during 
the greater part of the afternoon, and after they were driven 
from it, the enemy held it. I was considerably disappointed 
that no other results had been obtained than obliging the 
enemy to retire, but feeling confident that he would not give 
up the Five Forks without a struggle, I pressed him back to 
that point with the cavalry. According to the orders of Grant 
and Meade I felt that there were no circumstances in exist- 
ence during the night that should have prevented the move- 
ment of Warren’s two divisions in obedience to orders, and 
not enough to justify the delay at the bridge by the other di- 
vision, as the creck could have been forded. I have forgot- 
ten at what time Gen, Warren reported to me, but his official 
report says about 11 a. m., April i, and I have no reason to 
doubt its correctness. 

After quoting at lcngth from his official report of the battle 
of Five Yorks, and giving all his orders to Gen. Warren du- 
ring the day, Gen. Sheridan sums up his reasons for relieving 
Warren as follows : ‘‘ Crawford's division did not wheel to the 
left as ordered, but deflected to the right. This broke the 
line of battle, and threw Crawford’s left near C. Young’s 
house, on the Ford road, where he first encountered the ene- 
my, thus completely isolating his division, and preventing 
Mackenzie’s cavalry from occupying the position which it had 
been directed to gain on the Ford road, near Hatcher’s Run. 
It will thus be seen that the diversion of Crawford destroyed 
the pian I had in my mind on making the attack. The gap 
left by him was taken advantage of by the enemy, and he 
succeeded in throwing the right of Ayres’s division into con- 
fusion, which, I believe, would have resulted in disaster but 
for the exertions of Gen. Ayres and the officers of his com- 
mand. I have no recollection of Gen. Warren having been 
present anywhere near the line on this occasion, or of any efforts 
made by him to bring‘ Crawford's division into the position 
contemplated by the orders, and I did not know then, nor 
have I since been informed, of any directions which he gave 
at this portion of the line with a view to remedy the disorder. 
I wish to direct the attention of the court to the fact that the 

lace called Five Forks was not the essential point of this 
battle; but that the angle made by the enemy refusing his 
left flank was the essential and objective point, and that the 
point called Five Forks had no more real significance than 
any other portion of the line fronting on the White Oak road. 
The angle and that portion of the enemy’s works which was 
rpendicular to the White Oak road, was the point on his 
ine on which I had directed the attack of the Fifth Corps, 
and Gen. Crawford did not conform to the instructions in 
moving toward the Ford road in an oblique line, instead 
of wheeling to the left and keeping closed on Ayres. His ex- 
left tlank only encountered the enemy, which would not 
ave been the case had he wheeled to the left. It was not 
contemplated that he should gain the Ford road, by that wide 
detour isolating his division from the rest of the aa Gen. 
Mackenzie having previously received orders to gain that road 
and capture any force fleeing down it. Crawford’s movement 
displaced Mackenzie, and he was crowded over toward 
Hatcher’s Run. Crawford’s division captured some artillery 
and a number of prisoners on the Ford road, the order for 
which was originally given by Col. George A. Forsyth, one 
of my staff officers, to Col. West Frank, of the One Hundred 
and Twenty-first Pennsylvania. Previous to this the enemy 
had been driven out of his entire line of works, and Colonel 
French’s capture was a result, not a part, of the main attack. 
After the battle was practically over, it became necessary for 
me to consider the position of my command with reference to 
the main rebel army. I felt that, though my troops were vic-| 





torious, they were isolated from the Army of the Potomac, 
and the extreme left of that army having been thrown back 
80 as to Cae a position fronting on the Boydton plank- 
road, which the enemy held strongly at the intersection of 
the White Oak and the Claibourne roads, and directly in my 
rear, distant from Five Forks not to exceed three and a half 
miles. I surmised that they might come down the White 
Oak road that night, or early the next morning, and strike my 
command in the rear. It was, therefore, necessary for me 
to make new dispositions to meet this emergency. Gen. 
Warren having disappointed me in the movement of his corps, 
and in its management during the battle, in the new emer- 
gency that had arisen and in the new as that had been 
— our situation about Richmond by the battle just won, 

felt that he was not the man to rely on, and I deemed it, 
after due deliberation, to be in the best interests of the ser- 
vice to relieve him, which I accordingly did, putting the corps 
under the command of Gen. Griffin. I directed Gen. Griffin, 
after pursuing the enemy 4 short distance, to withdraw the 
Fifth wre as quickly as possible, and form it in line of bat- 
tle at right angles to the White Oak road, near Gravelly 
Church, facing toward the enemy, who was occupying a posi- 
tion at the junction of the White Oak and Claibourne 


roads. 

Mr. Stickney proceeded to cross-examine Gen. Sheridan in 
regard to the statement. Gen. Sheridan did not remember 
whether his original maps and memoranda or merely the 
copies had been destroyed in the Chicago fire. His maps 
were from surveys made two weeks after the battle. Counsel 
endeavored to show that at fifteen minutes past ten o'clock 
on the night preceding the battle, Grant had ordered Warren 
to march to Dinwiddie Court-house, some six miles, to 


reinforce Sheridan, and to reach there by midnight. Counsel | 17 


asked repeatedly and in various forms if Gen. Sheridan 
thought infantry could march on a rainy night six miles 
through the woods in an hour and three-quarters, and cross 
an unbridged stream during the march. The General 
admitted that it would be rapid marching. He was asked if 
any living man could move infantry at that rate. He thought 
it could be done. He had marched infantry sixty miles in 
twelve hours. He finally said it was out West, on the fron- 
tier, several years ago. But he could not recall instances 
where volunteers had marched at that rate, through under- 
brush, at night. Then counsel endeavored to show that 
Warren being under Meade’s orders, and not Sheridan’s, 
until he joined Sheridan, he might have received despatches 
from Meade which would interfere with Sheridan’s wishes. 
Finally he produced such a despatch from Gen. Meade to 
Warren on that night, and asked if witness had ever seen it, 
He replied that he had heard of such a one a few months 
ago. ‘The despatch read as follows : 


11.15 Pp. M., March 31, 1865. 


To General Warren; 

A despatch, partially transmitted, is received indicating that the 
bridge over Gravelly Run is destroyed and time wi!! be required to 
rebuild it. If this is the case, would not time be gained by sending 
the troops by the Quaker Road ? Time is of the utmost importance. 
Sheridan cannot maintain himeelf at Dinwiddie without reinforce- 
ments, and yours are the only ones that can be sent. Use every 
exertion to get troops to bim as soon as possible. If necessary 
send troops by both roads, and give up the rear attack. If Sheridau 
is now reinforced and is compelled to fall back, he will retreat by 
the Vaughan -Road. MEADE. 

This despatch is relied upon by Gen. Warren as destroying 
the effect of the order received by him at 10.50 Pp. m., direct- 
ing him to strike the rear of the enemy in front of Sheridan. 
In explanation Gen. Sheridan said that Grant’s despatch 
ordering Warren to march to Dinwiddie Court-house did not 
necessarily mewn that he should march to the place in a 
literal sense. The military constraction was that he should 
march to that neighborhood, so as to divert or engage the 
eneray and relieve Gen. Sheridan. 

The features of the session of Wednesday, April 5, were 
the cross-exawination of Gen. Sheridan and the production 
of certain despatches which clearly developed the case of 
Gen. Warren. The first of these despatches is relied on to 
show that Gen. Warren's orders to attack in the rear the 
forces menacing Sheridan were subsequently modified by 
Gen. Meade, and that he acted strictly in obedience to the 
instructions of his superior officer, who was fully aware of 
his position during the night, and did not expect that a junc- 
tion would be effected with Sheridan until some time in the 
morning. This despatch, wrongly dated April 1, 6 P.m., in 
the copy, the original being lost, was, said Mr. Stickney, 
evidently transmitted to Gen. Sheridan between 9 and 10 
o'clock of March 31, on the night preceding the battle of Five 
Forks, not at 6 o’clock that afternoon, as the date indicated. 
There had leenasharp brush at Dinwiddie, and Sheridan 
was holding the place against heavy odds. Gen. Meade no- 
tified him that Warren was on the way to reinforcehim. The 
despatch reads; 

HEADQUARTERS ARMY OF THE "cm 
April 1—6 P. M. 
Major-General Sheridan; 

GENERAL : General Meade has directed all the spare ambulances 
he can get hold of to be sent down to Dinwiddie. Bartlett’s 
brigade, at Crump’s house, on Gravelly Run; Griffin, with three 
brigades, is ordered down Boydtown plank road to attack in rear 
of force menacing you. Gen. Grant is requested to authorize the 
sending of Warren’s two other divisions down the dirt road, past 
Crump’s, to hold and cover that road, and to attack at daylight. 

Avex. S. Wess, B. M. G. and C. O. 8. 

P. 8.—Griffin will join you by the plank road and Warren will 

attack with two divisions, 


After reading the despatch, and requesting the witness to 
recall the circumstances, Mr. Stickney asked Gen. Sheridan 
if it was not clear to him, as a matter of inference, that it 
must have been received by him some time after 9.45 on the 
evening previous to the battle of Five Forks, as it referred 
to the movement of forces and ambulances which undoubt- 
edly took place on the night before the battle. The General 
did not remember receiving it, and was not so clear about 
the inference of its having been sent the night before as Mr. 
Stickney was. An orderly came to him from Gen. Meade’s 
headquarters, not far from midnight, bringing documents 
and despatches, but he could not say whether this was among 
them. So many years had penned since that night that he 
had only a general remembrance of its events. He would 
not say that such a despatch was not received at his head- 
quarters, but he did not recall anything about it after this 
lapse of time. 

The original of Gen. Sheridan's 3 a.m. order to Gen. War- 
ren was next uced, its handwriting identified as that of 
Col. James W. Forsyth, and the signature as that of the wit- 
ness, and he was asked to explain certain discrepancies be- 
tween the original and the copy as presented in his statement 
on Tuesday. Witness explained that such slight discrepan- 
cies of phraseology were not uncommon, where orders were 
not written in manifold, in the hurry of military work. The 
variation was an unimportant one, and he did not need to 
say that it was made without intention and without his 
knowledge. 

The important despatch from Gen. Meade to Gen. Grant— 
upon which counsel for Gen. Warren relies to show that Gen. 
Grant was in error in advising Sheridan that the Fifch Corps

As Gen. Meade dated this despatch six o'clock a. u., April 
1 (six hours after Gen. Sheridan said Warren ought to have 
reached Dinwiddie), and wrote: ‘‘ Warren will be at 
Dinwiddie soon with his whole corps, and will 
orders,” Counsel Stickney said it showed inly that Gen. 
Meade did not expect Warren to arrive when Sheridan looked 
for him ; therefore Warren had not disobeyed orders. He 
argued that Sheridan's expectations were not warranted by 
the facts, nor by the commands he had recei

eade. A long discussion followed as to Gen Sheridan's 
right to expect Gen. Warren to move to Meade’s 
orders. Gen. Sheridan said that notwi this view

* Srom the advices I had received from Gen. Grant and 
Gen. Meade, I considered Gen. Warren in a certain manner 
in connection with me,” replied the General.

— Was Warren or was he not responsible to General 
eade ?” 

Maj. Gardner interposed an objection, on the ground that 
Gen. Sheridan was not called to testify as a mili! ex 
but to depose to facts within his knowledge. Mr. Sti 
insisted, and the court retired for deliberation, After a few 
minutes’ consultation. Gen, Hancock aunounced the decis' 
of the court that, as they were convened for the purpose 
obtaining all the information bearing upon the case, the rules 
regulating the nature of the questions to be asked would be 
interpreted very liberally. Pressed with questions 
Sheridan then said that, as Warren did not come as he had 
anticipated, and as he (Sheridan) had failed to do what 
had expected to do with Warren's aid, the facts had some 
fluence with him at the time he relieved that officer. Counsel 
then asked for exact particulars as to how and when Warren 
had disobeyed Meade's orders. ‘He did not come i 
replied Sheridan, ‘‘ and attack the enemy in the rear at mi 
night as I expected he would do from Grant's order to 


“But what about Meade’s orders ; in what way did he dis- 
obey them ?” 

*“T expected him to come as rapidly as possible, but I had 
information from Gen. Griffin that he did not do it ; also that 
there were no rar obstacle in his way and that he 
might haye reached me, by an effort, at or about midnight. I 
expected him te reach the neighborhood of J. Boisseau's, and 
at the time I thought he had been dilatory.” The witness 
said he did not know then that Warren had received later 
orders from Meade; he did not know Warren’s exact where- 
abouts on that night—Marech 31—and he could not have told 
just how long it would have taken a despatch to reach him. 

Mr. Stickney was trying to show that Gen. Warren had 
practically less than an hour, allowing for transmission of 
despatches and issuing of orders to subordinates for a move- 
ment in which to make the march of six miles, Jwhen General 
Sheridan, with some nervousness, said, ‘‘ Your questions are 
disingenuous and I am misrepresented. The distance was not 
six miles, but about two and a half.” Gen. Newton took a 
pair of dividers and measured the distance on the mapfor the 
court. Two or three maps were consulted and the distance 
was made four miles. Finally the witness thought it might 
have been three miles, and he was sure that the three divis- 
ions could have marched over the ground, regardless of mud 
and underbrush, in about an hour. Discussion followed con- 
cerning the condition of the soil, the bed of the stream, the 
bridge, etc. Witness admitted that it had rained, but the 
stream, Gravelly Run, had a gravelly bottom, and he thought 
at the time it could be forded easily, as its channel was not 
full. He had crossed it mounted only a day or two previous, 
and the water was only stirrup high. He was asked if the 
previous rains would not have caused the stream to continue 
rising. He thought at the time that the grade of the bed of 
the stream would speedily carry off the water. Counsel then 
read from one of Gen. Sheridan's official reports that there 
had been heavy rains, which made the ovenyy lands almost 
impassable for the movement of troops. Witness acknow- 
ledged the report, but he thought the stream was in a eondi- 
_ = be easily forded on the next day following the rain of 

e 30th. 

Of the proceedings on Thursday, the N. Y. Herald says: 
‘They were as lively as a horse radish dinner, and more 
once the spectators and counsel found themselves Jnughing 
at the way in which General Sheridan converted the Eng 
language into anger pointed projectiles and hurled them at 
his adversaries when closely pressed.” 

In reply to questions, Gen. Sheridan stated that Gen, 
Grant’s order authorizing the removal of Warren was de- 
livered orally by Gen. Babcock. No reason was given for 
the order. This did not strike him as singular. He had re- 
ceived such a message before and under similar circum- 
stances, and once since, though such orders were not often 
given. In response to a question intended to show an animus 
against Warren, Gen. Sheridan ‘‘stated that he knew the 
importance of turning the enemy's flank ; he knew what the 
Sixth Corps could do and he had confidence in it; this was 
why he had asked General Grant to send that corps; he had 
no other reason, and felt no prejudice against General War- 
ren or his Fifth corps; he en i preferred the Sixth Corps 
because he had entire confidence in it.” 

‘Did you not know General Warren by reputation ?”

the money found to be due them, and abe directing the 
Secretary to report ‘‘ why it is that he permits these claims 
to remain unpaid from six to twelve months before he asks 
Congress for an appropriation of money to pay the same.” 
The en in a communication to Congress, shows that 
the fault is wholly with that body which has taken no action 
upon the estimates sent to it asking for the money. He has 
done allin his power to obtain the necessary funds to dis- 
charge these obligations for back pay and bounty, and the 
remedy is with Congress. 

The House Committee on Indian Affairs has adopted, by a 
decided majority, the bill to transfer the Indian Bureau from 
the Interior to the War Department, to take effect July 1, 
1881; also the report of Mr. Hooker, a very strong and able 
documeut, favoring the proposed transfer.

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

Mr. Ingalls, from the Senate Committee on Pensions, pre- 
sents the following model report in the case of one John 
L. Williams, private of Co. H, 192 Penn. Vols., who asks 
for a pension: ‘He is suffering with ‘scrofula or white 
swelling,’ according:to the testimony of Dr. Allison, who 
adds, in guarded anguage, ‘and taking hig oun statement 
and my oun judgment I could not nor would not say but 
what he inherited the disease in the Army.’ The Doctor 
further says that when Williams came under his treatment 
‘his systim was in a low Langrued condition,’ and the first 
time hejlanced his leg it discharged over one “ haff gallon,” 
ete. He concludes—‘ his constitution is broken doun. Un- 
der the care of such a physician, the wonder is that he 
escaped with his life. In the absence of corroborative evi- 
dence, the committee are unwilling to say that the scrofula 
of Williams was ‘inherited in the Army,’ and they recom- 
mend that the bill be indefinitely postponed.” 

Lieut. Henry Marcotte was retired June 28, 1878, when the 
senior Ist lieutenant of the 17th Infantry. As the same order 
retired two captains of his regiment he claims that he be- 
came a captain co-instanter, and could be retired only with 
that rank. The House Committee reported April 28, that 
this is evidently not the law, nor is it a fair construction of it. 
Sec. 1254 of the Revised Statutes is in these words : ‘‘ Officers 
hereafter relieved frem active service shall be retired upon 
the actual rank held by them at the date of retirement.” 

The House Naval Committee report that David 8. Booth, 
late a passed assistant surgeon, is equitably entitled to 
$1,781.89, the sum he would have received had bis name not 
been accidentally omitted from the prize list of the Queen of 
the West, which captured and destroyed four Confederate 
vessels, Feb. 8, 1863. 

Inthe case of Commo. Donald MeNeill Fairfax, they recom- 
mend the p: e of the bill for his relief (H. R. 5336), say- 
ing: ‘The authority given by the bill enable the President 
to render to this officer an act of justice. Some years since, 
when ordered before an examining board for promotion to 
the rank of commodore, he, with some other officers, when 
called upon to undergo an examination such as is made in 
cases of junior officers, protested and declined to submit to

As to the bill, H. R. 3818, providing a monthly allowance 
for the inmates of the Naval Asylum, the Naval Committee 
say that a monthly allowance is now made to them from the 
naval fund. “This fund is now taxed beyond the 
amount of its annual interest, and the proposition is to take 
$24.50 for each inmate of the asylum to enable chem to visit 
friends and relatives. To effect this object the money would 
really come from the Treasury, Your committee are unwil- 
ling to recommend any such precedent; besides, they enter- 
tain grave doubts whether such a measure would not 
seriously embarrass the discipline so necessary in such 
retreats.” ; 

On the bill, H. R. 3962, for the relief of Someryille Nicholson, 
the House Naval Committee report, that having thoroughly ex- 
amined the record, they conclude that justice to an officer who 
has performed long, arduous, — and faithful service 
demands a favorable report. They therefore recommend the 
passage of the bill, with the following amendment : In line 6 
strike out the words ‘“‘George M. Ransom,” and insert 
* Clark H. Wells.” 4 

The bill extending for two years the time for filing claims 
for lost horses is recommended for passage by the House Mili- 


tary Committee, on the ground that ‘‘ many officers were not 
aware of the limitation to the time of filing their claims, and 
are debarred.” 


The Senate Naval Committee recommend the passage of 
the bill, H, R. 5628, as a substitute for H. R. 3821, “ provid- 
ing for the permanence of machinists inthe Navy.” They 

opt as part of their report the letter of the Secretary of 
the Navy which the House Committee included in their re- 
port. In this letter the Secretary, after stating that the ex- 

iment of enlisting machinists for the Navy has not been a 
appy one, says: ‘Aclass of cadet-engineers is annually 
pas Mee from the Academy and sent at once to sea for ser- 
vice in the engine room of vessels, and, after a two years’ 
cruise, are appointed assistant engineers. From this source, 
and the occasional appointment of qualified candidates from 
civil life, the Navy will secure all the engineer officers re- 
quired for the service. There will be no actual necessity for 
machinists, as was the case, to some extent, when the sys- 
tem of enlisting them was introduced. Such subordinate as- 
sistance as may be needed in the engineer's department of 
vessels and stations can be performed by first-class firemen, 
and thus save $522 a year for each machinist, that is in the 
service at the present time. The pay of a machinist is $900 
ayear, and that of a first-class fireman, $378." 

Mr. Burnside, from the Senate Military Committee, reports 

adversely in the case of John Gotshall (8. 149), as foilows: 
‘* It appears from the records that Gotshall was regularly, 
legally, and fairly tried by a Court-martial for grave offences 
and was cashiered ; it also appears that the sentence of the 
court was duly approved. The argument that the President 
of the United States did not make a personal approval of the 
case cannot be sustained, because the order making his dis- 
missal says they were received for the examination and ap- 
proval of the President of the United States and that he 
ceases to be an officer, so that it is evident that the proceed- 
ings must have been laid before the President, otherwise the 
order could not have been issued unless the Secretary of 
War, or the Adjutant-General, assumed authority which did 
not belong to them. That is not to be presumed without 
evidence, ani no evidence appears before the committee to 
show that they did take any assumption of power.” 
Mr. g, from the House Military Committee, report that 
they considered the case of Herman Biggs, and that they ‘‘find 
it one of rare merit, almost sui generis. He was an officer of 
the Army of the United States, of sterling worth, as fully 
appears from the testimonials of his superiors. On the 14th 
day of March, 1863, then being a captain in the Regular 
Army and lieutenant colonel of volunteers, Colonel Biggs, 
while in the line of his duty, received a wound on the left 
shoulder, designated as a splinter wound, from a shot or 
shell fired by the Confederates in an attack made by them on 
Newbern on that day.” Itis on the results of this wound, 
as stated in the report of the Senate Committee, which we 
published, April 17, that Col. Biggs asks to be placed on the 
retired list, which the committee recommend. 

In recommending the passage of a bill granting arrears of 
pension to Mrs. Lovell H. Rousseau, the House Committee 
say: ‘General Rousseau died poor. He left no inheritance 
to his wife and family but his good name and the memory of 
a life well spent--a good part in the defence and service of 
his country. At the breaking out of the late war he was a 
successfnl lawyer in the city of Louisville, Ky. During the 
war his home property in that city was sold, and now his 
aged wife and family (a grown son, far gone with the con- 
sumption and entirely unable to work, a daughter and a 
granddaughter) have no other means of support than the 
thirty dollars per month pension received from the Govern- 
ment.” 

In view of the eminent services of the late Gen. Ormsby 
M. Mitchell they recommend the passage of the bill to con- 
tinue to one of his daughters the pension of $25 a month 
granted her dead sister. In the case of the widow of the late 
Major General Joseph A. Mower, they say: “In view of the 
distinguished military services of petitioner’s husband, the 
long period of time covered by thatservice, and of the fact that 
the petitioner has three children dependent upon her for 
support, the committee are of opinion that petitioner's pen- 
sion should be increased to #50 per mouth, and recommend 
the passage of the bill.” 

TEXT OF BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS.

of the Revised Statutes be, and the same is hereby, re- 
pealed: Provided, That nothing in this act shall be con- 
strued as reducing the rank of any officer now in the Service. 

That oll nen and parts of laws conflicting herewith 
be, and are hereby, repealed. 

H. R. 5950, by Mr. Harmer, April 26, 1880 (referred 
to the Committee on Military Affairs). A bill for the 
relief of Edward Byrne. Be it enacted, etc., That 
the President of the United States be, and he is 
kereby, authorized to nominate and, by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, appoint Edward Byrne, late 
Captain 10th Cavalry, a captain of cavalry in the Army of the 
United States, and that he, the said Edward Byrne, shall be 
assigned to the first vacancy of his grade occurring in the cavalry 
arm of the Service: Provided, That said Edward Byrne shall 
receive no pay or allowances for the time he was out of the 
Service, so that he shall only receive pay from the date of 
appointment under this act. (8. 1689, by Mr. Voorhees, is the 





same as this.) 
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H. R. 5979, Mr. Neal, April 26, 1880 (referred to the Com-

Be it enacted, etc., That the rates of ee 
of the employees of the different Navy-yards on the 
Atlantic coast shall be regulated by the rates of wages paid 
mechanics and laborers in the city of New York, and That 
a board shall be appointed by the cornmandant of the New 
York Navy-yard, consisting of five members, two of whom

The Senate Committee on Pensions, April 28, recommended 
the indefinite postponement of the bill, 8. 1272, to increase 
the pensions of those who have lost an arm below the elbow, 
or a leg below the knee, to $24 per month, where the amputa- 
tion was so near the joint as to prevent the use of the joint, 
on the ground that it would ‘‘necessitate a corresponding in-

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THE STATE TROOPS. 

E1cuta New Yorr.—This regiment paraded at its tempo- 
rary armory, 27th street and 9th avenue, on Friday evening, 
April 30, for review, drill and presentation of marksman’s 
badges. The battalion, equalized in eight companies, twelve 
files, was first formed for dress parade, the ceremony bein 
conducted in excellent shape, Col. Geo. D. Scott in command. 
The men were remarkably steady, and the manual, both by 
company and battalion, was rendered with promptness and 
generally correct time. At the close of the parade details 
were returned to their compan‘es, line reformed, and the 
marksmen of the year 1879 called to the front and centre. 
These men were established in five lines, in the following 
order: Veterans, 15, four bars 14, three bars 18, two bars 19, 
and single bars 23; total 89. Colonel Joseph G.. Story, 
Assistant General Inspector of Rifle Practice, who was 
assisted by Major W. G. Burton, of the Rifle Department, 
then advanced to the front, when Col. Story made an elo- 
quent and appropriate speech of presentation. The colonel 
i the course of his remarks warmly complimented the regi- 
ment on its increase of marksmen, 89 to the 80 of 1878, and 
Col. Scott on his success in advancing the regiment in the 
proficiency of general duty as well as in rifle practice. When 
the marksmen had returned to their places, a few battalion 
movements were executed, but the vibration of the building 
while the regiment was on the march caused considerable 
uneasiness amongst those present, in view of the late acci- 
dent at the Madison Square Garden, and the drill was 
suspended, The review was also abandoned from the same 
cause. We hope soon to see this command in proper and 
adequate quarters. When the line had been re-established 
Col. Scott announced to the regiment that the bill giving the 
commissioners of the sinking fund power to apportion a plot 
of the city’s land for a new armory had peneea bette Houses 
of the State Legislature, and that there was no doubt that 
the *‘ Old Washington Greys” would soon occupy an armory 
of their own. Sergt. James E. Connor, Co. H, was then 
called to the front and centre, when Brig.-Gen. Varian pre- 
sented him with a handsome gold medal asa memento of 
his long and faithful service in the regiment—thirty-two 
years. Sergt. Connor is seventy-two years of age, and even 
now is rarely absent from parade or drill. The General, 
who is himself a veteran of the 8th, was most complimentary 
in his remarks, and feelingly referred to the past days of 
work and companionship. Col Scott then on behalf of the 
regiment presented the veteran sergeant with a set of hand- 
somely framed resolutions, a fac simile of Regimental Special 
Orders No. 8. The battalion was then dismissed, when the 
several companies entertained their friends each in its own 
quarters. ‘The regiment will parade for annual inspection 
and muster on Eust 34th street, Tuesday next, May 11, at 
2 o'clock P. mM. ,

ease, and, like Oliver Twist, still cry for more. They are, 
however, a necessity, and the organization that desires a good 
band must cater to it. The 22d regiment has a good band, 
and in order to furnish business per contract a series of con- 
certs are held each winter, during which military drill is 
harmonized with social festivities. The men show at their 
very best during these ceremonies, the friends of the mem- 
bers are delighted with the music and little attentions of the 
command, while by their means recruits are obtained and the 
band find occupation. One of this regular series was held 
at the armory Thursday, April 29, the command paradin 
in full dress uniform, with Lieut.-Col. Camp in command, 
The equalization was ten commands, sixteen full files, a 
dress parade commencing the work of the evening. This 
ceremony was first class in every particular, from adjutant’s 
call to the closing of the ranks by the first sergeants; and 
although we have often witnessed good dress parades in this 
regiment, we must candidly confess that the one on this 
occasion was the superior of any ever executed by the bat- 
talion. The carry, order, and parade rest of the several 
companies could hardly have been improved upon, while the 
steadiness at the sound off was of the very best description. 
The battalion drill which followed, although but few move- 
ments were executed, was fully the equal of the ceremony. 
The step in column of fours was exactly 110 to the minute 
and was rarely broken, while distances and alignments were 
maintained with correctness, An advance by wings was 
excellent, and the reformation of the column of fours rapid 
and good. The manual on the march was performed with 
life and snap. The marches by the flank of sub-divisions 
and the formation of close column from the column of fours 
were all executed in the best of shape, and left very little to 
be desired by officers or spectators. The 22d is decidedly 








unfortunate in the selection of dates for these full dress 
concerts, and a committee of the board should send a formal 
protest to Old Probs ; yet notwithstanding the violent rain 
storm the friends of the command were out in force, while 
even General Meyer, the Herald, and Vennor, rolled into one, 
could not raise a storm of sufficient force to keep away the 
lady admirers of Defendam.

Prennsyivanta — First Regiment (Philadelphia).—The 
second of the April series of battalion drills in this regiment 
took place on Monday evening, April 26, Companies D, F, I, 
and reporting in good strength, 166 officers and men, to 
Col. Wiedersheim as instructor.

A’ march in column of fours was fair infdistances and 
alignments ; step regular, but too fast. On right into line 
good, with exception of the support, being again too quickly 
ordered. Several ployments and deployments were next 
admirably executed, after which a march in column of com- 
panies was very fair, the wheels being as good as the space 
would permit. A wheel into line was well rendered. March 
in column of fours right in front was followed by an on the 
left, and again by to the left, close column of companies, 
both nicely rendered. Column of fours left in front was 
followed by an on the left, close column of companies, nicely 
muddled by the first and second companies being wheeled 
and dressed to the left instead of right. The error was re- 
medied by the instructor, and the movement repeated and 
smoothly executed. The fifth company being for the time 
excused, a double column fours, left and right, was ordered, 
but marred by lieutenant in command of 1st Division dress- 
ing it to the left ; corrected by instructor. Deployment of 
same was performed in faultless shape, other than that the 
left guide of right company of 1st Division failed to come 
out on line. Double column again formed, and followed b 
change direction by the right flank, splendidly carried ou! 
followed by forming line to left in two movements, m 
by one company making a wheel instead of a turn, other- 
wise well carried out. Centre forward and deployment both 
handsomely executed. The drill was interesting and instruc- 
tive, the colonel rectifying a majority of the errors and care- 
fully explaining the movements. 

Companies A, E, and G, 142 officers and men, Tuesday 
evening, April 27, reported to Major Bowman as instructor. 
As on the previous evening, instruction was first given in the 
ceremony of dress parade, but badly marred by some of the 
orders being given by the instructor which should have been 
given by the adjutant, and possibly less correctly, viz., the 
calling of the first sergeants to the front and centre, while 
the battalion was at a parade rest. 

Manual during the evening excellent. Close column on 
first company, right in front, nicely rendered. The battalion 
being talon on the street, a good portion of the time was 
consumed in marching, changing direction, etc. Alignments 
generally good, wheels very fair; the pivot men, however, 
failed (although repeatedly cautioned by the instructor), to 
take the step of nine inches. 

Forming divisions from column of fours was irregular and 
somewhat mixed. Centre forward, fours left and right, 
followed by fours right, left companies on right into line, 
marred by wrong dressing on part of captain and lieutenant 
commanding left companies ; corrected by instructor. 

Right of companies rear into column was only fair; com- 
panies were allowed to sweep too far past their officers, 
necessitating entirely too much side stepping in dressing. 
The order was now given, close column on third company, 
right in front, fours left and right, and executed somewhat 
after the fashion, of the close column on a flank company, 
but with left instead of right in front. 

A better movement being given, a ployment on an interior 
company is unnecessary, and not laid down in the tactics. A 
deployment was made by on third company deploy column, 
fours right and left. As the column was left in front, it 
should have been fours left and right. The mancuvre ended 
correctly, however, by companies bringing up in right posi- 
tions, column of companies being again taken up, with one 
of the best steps the regiment has ever made. The adjutant 
should book himself in regard to the guides ; in deployments 
on flank companies they should be posted facing the point of 
rest, not facing each other ; and company commanders should 
dress their companies up to the markers, not a couple of feet 
away, giving the command company before halt. 

On April 28, Co. C, Capt. Poulterer, held their final recep- 
tion for the season at St. George’s Hall. The ceremonies 
began by an inspection of the command, 3 officers and 40 
men, in summer dress uniform, by Col. Wiedersheim, accom- 
panied by his field and staff. During this inspection the 
men were particularly steady. The drill was excellent, the 
manual, oblique movements, and march to the rear, being 
especial features which this company is well up in, and what 
would have been a perfect drill was marred only by one man 
forgetting his number. 

ConnecticuT.—Gen. Edward Harland, Adjt.-Gen. of Con- 
necticut, in General Orders announces the duty required from 
the brigade of State troops for the year 1880.

In addition to the “ —— ” sixty per cent. of the entrance 
money is divided among the seven highest competitors. 

— In conducting the rifle practice, 1880, the following 
amounts of ammunition will be issued to the troops of the 
State of New York : Twenty-three regiments and six bat- 
talions infantry, 571,460 cartridges; one regiment and ten 
separate troops cavalry, 41,920 rounds ; three batteries, 7,640 
rounds ; thirty-five separate companies infantry, 104,400 
rounds ; seven division staffs, 3.840; thirteen brigade staffs, 
5,620 rounds. Total issue, 734,880 cartridges. Of this 
allowance General Daniel D. Wylie, Chief of Ordnance 8. N. 
Y., will issue one-half on receipt of requisition and the 
remainder on receipt of the empty shells of first issue. A 
deduction of one cartridge for each three empty shells not 
returned or in bad order will be made on the second issue. 
No farther issue of ammunition will be made to any organi- 
zation. Any greater amount required for class or team prac- 
tice or for competitions of any kind, must be provided 
independently of the State. Musicians, being non-combat- 
ants, will not be furnished with ammunition. 

With regard to transportation, each organization located 
more than three miles from its range, will be allowed to draw 
for one transportation to and from such range for each 
officer, non-commissioned oflicer and soldier therein as shown 
by its. quarterly return for April, 1880. The commanding 
ofticer of each regiment, battalion, separate company or 
troop, sending a team to Creedmoor to compete for the State 
prizes will be allowed one transportation to and from Creed- 
moor for each member of such team, excluding all substitutes 
and attendants. 

Requisitions must be approved by intermediate commanders 
and forwarded through division generals direct to General 
Wylie, Thirty-fifth street and Seventh avenue, New York 
city.

F. ©. asks: Can a soldier's parents get him out of the Army 
if he is under age and enlisted without their consent? An- 
> epee they might on application to the Secretary 
of War. 

U.8. A. asks: In what branches of arithmetic are candidates 
for eadetships at West Point examined? Answer.—To spe- 
cify them all separately exceeds our space, but it may be 
summed up thus: Candidates must ess such a complete 
knowledge of arithmetic as will enable them to take up at 
once the higher branches of mathematics without further 
study of arithmetic. 

A, B, asks: Ifa soldier deserts, then gives himself up, 
and makes good by actual service the time lost by desertion, 
and receives an honorable discharge, is he entitled to retained 
pay on discharge? ANswer.—Retained pay is forfeited 
unless the soldier ‘has served honestly and faithfully to the 
date of discharge.” Desertion during the period of enlist- 
ment is held to be one of the causes for which retained pay 
is forfeited. 

Reaver asks: Can an enlisted man, serving with his com-

graph lines? If so, towhom must he apply? ANnswer.—He 

could be detailed as a military telegraph operator by the 

proper authority.

TRUMPETER asks : By what authority do musicians of com- 
panies, etc., wear stripes on their trousers? Ata post where 
there are three cavalry trumpeters and two infantry buglers, 
how should they be reported at roll call? Answer.—It was 
decided by the War Department in October, 1873, that 
“field musicians do not wear stripes or other ornaments on 
their trousers,” and that decision is still in force. We do not 
understand your second question. If the trumpeters and 
— are not on duty they should answer their names at 
roll call as other soldiers. The sense in which you use ‘‘be 
reported at roll call” is not understood. 

Army OFFICER ee the following: A young man 
graduated at West Point many years ago whose father was a 
voter in New York State. The young officer married shortly 
after and his eldest son was born in Maine. Three years 
later he was ordered South, and never served in Maine again, 
though he held a commission to the day of his death. The 
son grew up and, having spent eight years at school, entered 
the Army at the age of 20 and has remained in it ever since. 
He has not been able to acquire a residence in any State, and 
of course had none to lose when he entered the Army. 
Where can he vote? Answer.—The youth, if of age, and 
it is presumed he is, is entitled to vote in the town in New 
York State where his father had a right to vote, the latter's 
right being derived from his father, who had acquired a 
residence and was a legal voter. For example, if your 
srandfather was a resident of Troy, N. Y., his son (your 

ather) was entitled to vote there, and you inherit a similar 
right, your father never having acquired a residence except 
by inheritance. 

“*Guarp” asks : Is the following right? The sentinel on 
No. 1 Post challenges, and is answered, “‘ officer of the day ;” 
he cries, “‘ halt officer of the day, corporal of the guard No. 
1 ;” there being no countersign the corporal challenges, and 
is answered, “officer of the day;" he says ‘advance officer 
of the day and be recognized ; ” when he gets near the point of 
the bayonet he halts the officer of the day and recognizes 
him and cries, ‘‘turn out the guard for officer of the day.”

Tue committee sitting at St. Petersburg to consider 
the question of the ion of the Russian army, 
together with the future uniforms to be worn, have 
decided, according to the Wovosti, for the early re- 
organization of the cavalry, and the adoption of the 
Austrian uniform. Its present stre’ will be main- 
tained ; but in place of generals of division, there will 
be commanders of brigades, the latter being incorpo- 
rated with the reserve. On the whole, the Russian 
cavalry will consist of four divisions of twelve regi- 
ments each. the uniform, that of the 
Hungarian Hussars will be adopted in its entirety, with 
these poem a that the Hungarian caps and czacos 
will be rep by the Russian sheepskin caps, the lon 
Austrian sword being also exchanged for the curv 
Cossack sabre.

As regards the lances, 
Uhlans, Hussars, and Cossacks will be armed with the 
Austrian pattern. Finally, all the Cossacks will have 
the national costume, as worn by the great Russians.

The 
torpedo ran ry omy near the United States steamer 
Alaska and the Italian frigate Garibaldi, and exploded 
harmlessly on the Union’s torpedo palisade. Soon the 
Blanco Encalada was in sight, flying the broad pennant 
of Admiral Gavarino Rivaros. The Huascar and the 
wooden corvettes Angamos and Pilcomayo, captured last 
year from the Peruvians, were also in sight. The 

nion, the ironclad Athwalpa (monitor) were brought 
in nearer to the guns on shore, and the transports placed 
behind the dock of Darsena.. At about 10 a. m. a 
was sent off from the Bianco with a flag of truce, and 
met by a boat from the Union, the Chilian deliveri 
despatches announcing that the blockade of Callao 
the adjacent bays and ports was established, and that a 
term of eight days was conceded for the departure of all 
neutral ships from the port. The diplomatic body in 
Lima made a request that the time be extended to fifteen 
days. In reply the Chilian Admiral extended the time 
to the 20th April.
